man, refusing to " wa-wa " with others.

American Coasting Privileges as Equiva- 
lent for Free Canadian Canals— 
The Alaskan Boundary. 

Quebec, Sept. 2-1— (Special)— It is un- 
derstood that Canadian maritime inter- 
ests will send a deputation hero to urge 
that if the Canadian government grants 
free canals to the American marine, the 
Americans are to be required in return 
to give the right to Canadian vessels to 
participate in the coasting trade of the 
United States. The question of wreck- 
ing is also to bo brought before the com.- 
missio'ners. 

Prof. Mcndenhall, formerly of the 
coast geodetic survey of the United 
States, who has been called in as an ex- 
pert by the American commissioners on 
the Alaska boundary matter, has left for 
home, from which it is surmised that 
the question has been .reduced to the 
simplest form. It is believed it will be 
dealt with by an independent tribunal, 
both sides agreeing to a special provis- 
ion in the treaty giving bonding privi- 
leges through the disputed territory from 
the head of Lynn Canal.

London, Sept. 24.— The elevation of 
Mr George Curzon to the peerage as 
■Baron Curzon of Kedlestone is generally 
approved. Lord Carsdale, his lather is 
one of the four peers in this country who 
are in holy orders, the Others being the 
Earl of Bosborbugh, the Earl of Devon 
ft nd the Marquis of Normandy. Lord 
Carsdale is rector of a little Derbyshire 
hamlet, Kedleston, from which the new 
peer takes his title. 

It is suggested that he may return 
with a still higher title. The present 
barony does not carry with it a seat 111 
the House of Lords, as he is given rank 
among the representative peers of ire- 
land, though taking his title from an 
English hamlet. But it places his name 
on the list of possible candidates for the 
next vacancy in the House of Lords.

Ottawa, Sept. 24. — Letters patent have 
been granted the British Yukon Lumber 
Co., with a capital of $100,000. 

Col. Doniville, M. P., who arrived here 
to-day, denies the accuracy of the inter- 
view with him sent out from Winnipeg, 
in which he spoke of " ollicial rascality " 
in the Yukon. He says the best thing 
for the officials would be the appoint- 
ment of a royal commission, which be 
will urge on the government. 

It is understood that both sides at the 
Quebec conference to-day agreed to sub- 
mit the Alaska boundary question to' an 
independent tribunal. It is said also 
that provision will be made for bonding 
privileges through the disputed territory, 
however the matter may be decided. 

An order-in-council has been signed, 
allowing the law to take its course in 
the case of three of the Indians under 
sentence to be hanged at Dawson on the 
1st of November. The sentence of the 
fourth, Frank Nantuck, has been coin 
muted to imprisonment for life.

FRANCE ON THE NILE. 

Paris Now Hopes For Some Concession 
For Renouncing Claim to 
Fashoda. 

London, Sept. 24. — The impatience hen 
to learn the outcome of tlio journey of 
General Sir Herbert Kitchener to Fash 
odn, is in no wise allayed, and although 
tin; press on both sides of the channel is 
calmer this week, yet anxiety is evi- 
denced in Great Britain in regard to the 
effect which the determined action of 
General Kitchener will have upon 
Prance, in view of the critical political 
situation in that country. There arc 
fears that the French authorities may 
seek foreign diversion from their internal 
strife. 

The partlzun newspapers have adopted 
a more compromising tone, and instead 
of declaring that the French Hag will 
never be lowered at Fashoda, they now 
put forward the occupation of that 
place by Major Marchnnd as a lever by 
which France may be able to obtain 
advantages elsewhere. The Bclaire 
suys: "Great Britain must buy our re- 
nunciation of our claims there, us she 
bought Germany's." The Temps also 
declares that the question now is simply 
one of coming to an agreement on the 
conditions of exchange."

London, Sept. 21.— The recent dra- 
matic developments in the Chinese puz- 
zle came as a disagreeable shock to the* 
people of Great Britain. Not only iir 
Great Britain but abroad the Queer* 
Dowager's proclamation is interpreted as 
a fresh defeat for British policy and tiff 
an act of revenge upon the part of the 
latter's arch enemy, Li Hung Chang.' It 
is generally believed that tlio mission of 
the Marquis Ito, the Japanese states- 
man, to China for the purpose of at- 
tmpting to bring about an offensive ami 
defensive allianee between ,Tnpan and 
China, was the last straw which roused 
the Empress Dowager, and enabled the 
Russian party, led by LI Hung Changt, 
to regain its influence. 

It is well known that the Chinese hr 
spite of their defeat in the war with 
.Tapan, regard the Japanese as inferior 
beings nnd the intense hatred of. the 
Dowager Empress for anything Japair- 
ese is also an acknowledged fact. 

Advices received here from tlio Euro- 
pean capitals indicate that political 
circles anticipate the reinstatement oC 
Li Hung Chang to power, and the reac- 
tionary wave in China will lead to a 
closer understanding between, the United! 
States and Great Britain and Japan, re- 
uulting in combined pressure in favor of 
reforms. 

The French newspapers rejoice at the 
prospects of Li Hung Chang's return to 
power, simply because it would be un- 
pleasant for Great Britain., The Temps, 
referring to the reform edicts of the 
Emperor of China, says: "His reforming 
ardor was marled by more zeal than dis- 
cretion. To suggest that the mandarins- 
publish their accounts of • receipts and 
expenditures was like plucking out their 
soul." 

Wei-hai-wei, Sept. 24.— The British 
battleship Centurion, flagship of Vice- 
Admiral Seymour, commander of the- 
Britisli fleet in Chinese waters, sailed 
suddenly yesterday under scaled orders,, 
accompanied from Che Foo by the bat- 
tleship Victorious, the first class cruiser 
Narcissus, the second class cruiser Hart, 
and despatch boat Alacrity. It is sup- 
posed Unit lite destination of the fleet is 
Tai-Kii, at the entrance of the river 
leading to Tientsin, the port of Pekin,, 
for the purpose of making a naval de- 
monstration there, 

London, Sept. 24.— A despatch to the 
Central News from Pekin says that the 
Emperor is in good health, but is much 
disturbed at the realization of the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy against him. The 
Emperor issued an edict this morning, 
ordering the guards of the palace to 
patrol with extra care. The guards at 
the doors and elsewhere within the pre- 
cincts of the palace have been strength- 
ened. The European community in Pe- 
kin believe that the life of the Empercr 
is in danger. He is 110 match for the* 
Dowager Empress, and is sadly in need.' 
of protection in his emergency. Eng- 
lishmen think that the present state of" 
affairs is Great Britain's opportunity. 

Pekin, Sept. 24.— The imperial decree- 
by which the Emperor practically abdi- 
cates his powers in favor of the Dowager- 
Empress reads as follows: " Now that: 
China is disturbed, and then; is need: 
that all business shall be well done, the 
Emperor, agitated from morning to even- 
ing for the welfare of till affairs, and 
fearful lest errors may occur (observing 
from the beginning of the reign of Tung. 
Chi, that the Empress Dowager has' 
twice given instructions to the Emperor,, 
each time with signal ability and success)' 
so we now, considering the important 
interests, have begged the Empress to 
give the Emperor the benefit of her ripe 
experience and her instructions. The 
Dowager Empress lias been pleased to 
accede to this request. Therefore it is 
to the good fortune of the whole empire 
that the auspicious event is brought 
about. From this day the Empress 
Dowager conducts the business of the- 
imperial parliaments, and on the 8th day- 
of the present mouth (Chinese calendar)- 
we will take all the princes and minis- 
ters to iH-rform the ceremony in the- 
Chin Chung palace. Let the lament 
(foreign office) prepare that the cere- 
mony may be performed with fitting hon- 
ors.'' 1

The 
weakness of M. Brisson; the premier, 
over the affair of Lieut.-Col. Picquart 
who is now in secret confinement in the 
prison Cherche Midi, placed there appar- 
ently without the knowledge of the gov- 
ernment, and in spite of the fact that he 
was in the hands of a civil court, lias 
disgusted even his own personal frien 
who call him a coward and a dolt, while 
the enemies of a revision of the Dreyfus 
cuso accuse him of being a hypoeriu 
and of having sold himself to u Dreyfus 
syndicate, an organization which an 
doubtedly exists. 

General Zurliuden, who is once more 
military governor of Paris, with the cog 
nizance of General Chanoine, who sue 
cccded the latter as minister of war, 
acted entirely without reference to the 
premier, who, with a majority of his 
colleagues, was completely dumbfounded 
at his proceedings. The supporters of 
the cabinet declare that M. Brisson 
in order to save the constitution, should 
dismiss Gen. Chanoine and Gen. .Zurliu 
den, and even arraign tlicin fur treason 
4ible conduct. Only bold action will 
secure the supremacy of the civil law. 

One satisfactory feature of the prose- 
cution of Col. Picquart is that the war 
ollice has engaged to have an open trial, 
which M, Brisson insisted upon before 
he consented to the prisoner's transfer 
to the military prison of Cherche Midi 
The friends of Col. Picquart declare that 
if he is publicly tried he will throw 
Hoods of light upon the whole mystery. 
In an interview with a former parlia 
mentariun who has figured in all the 
political events in Prance since 18(10, 
published in the Daily News, he is quot- 
ed as expressing opinions regarding the 
role which President Faure is playing, 
confirming previous statements on the 
Mime subject. He says that Faure has 
but to say the word and have France at 
Ins feet, and, he further says, if he does 
not say this word and declare himself 
in favor of a revision of the Dreyfus 
case, he will have the whole French mob 
in hue and cry against him, and he will 
have to go. But if, in order to oppose 
a revision, he resigns the presidency, the 
national assembly or congress for the 
election of presidents, will meet at Ver- 
sailles within 24 hours, and M. Faure 
will be re-elected by a crushing majority 
of those who are hostile to a revision. 
He will then form a ministry, with M 
Barthou as premier, and with an ambi- 
tious, strong general at the head of the 
war ollice. Then he will be able to do 
what he likes with France. 

ESTERHAZY'S CONFESSIONS. 

London, Sept. 24.— Grant Richards, the 
publisher, has secured the publication 
rights of Major Esterhnzy's confession 
of his connection with the Dreyfus case. 
The statement will be contained in 
book of the size of the ordinary six- 
shilling novel, and will be issued us soon 
as possible, 

London, Sept. 25.— The Observer this 
morning continues its Esterhazy revela- 
tions begun last Saturday in a long 
article, the most salient feature of 
which is Comte Bsterhazy's disclosure- 
made it is asserted in tie presence of 
more persons than one— that he wu-s the 
author of the famous Dreyfus Border- 
eau, which he wrote, "at iUie request of 
Col. Sandherr now dead." 

"It was intended," he said, "to consti- 
tute material proof of Dreyfus' guilt. 
It was known through a French spy in 
the service at Berlin that certain docur 
•mcnts had reached the German general 
staff which Dreyfus alone could have 
obtained. It was n list of these docu- 
ments which constituted the Bordereau. 
Dreyfus had been tested in several 
ways, for instance a plan for the con- 
centration of troops on the southeastern 
frontier had been dictatedr-tQ. him which 
was quite fantistie. A short time af- 
terwards our spies in Italy informed us 
that the Italian staff was making modi- 
fications in the fortifications around 
Nice which corresponded to the changes 
announced in the imaginary scheme did- 
tated to Dreyfus. 

"Then Dreyfus managed to spend long 
holidays in Alsace without being ap- 
parently found out by the German am 
thorities, a very suspicious sign, for it 
was almost impossible for a French of- 
ficer to remain for any length of time in 
the conquered provinces without being 
found out. In fact there was consider- 
able moral proof against Dreyfus before 
the trial took place, but no material 
proof. Col. Sandherr. who was an Al- 
sacian like Dreyfus, but intensely anti- 
Semitic, determined to forge this proof. 
He was convinced of the accused man's 
guilt but it was necessary for the pur- 
poses of the court martial that docu- 
ments should exist. 

"I was attached to the intelligence de- 
partment, my duty being to wuteh the 
movements of military attaches accredit- 
ed by the powers of the triple alliance. 
When Col, Sandherr told me to write 
out the Bordereau I did so without the 
slightest compunction. I am one of 
those men who, soldiers by profession, 
cling to old mediaeval traditions of mili- 
tary discipline. When I received an 
ordi"- ' obeyed it implicitly. I wrote the 
Bordeiejtu because Col. Sandherr told 
me to do so. I knew of course the pur- 
pose if was intended to serve. I knew I 
was committing a forgery but I also 
Knew thai: all intelligence departments 
in nil countries were run on precisely- the 
Hiu.ie lines and that it was impossible to 
achieve results in any oilier way. 

"In the Von Tauseh ease, for instance, 
which made so great a sensation in Ger- 
many, Major A r on Tauseh confessed to 
having Committed forgery, adding that 
that crime was nothing to the infamies 
the Berlin staff had forced him to com- 
mit: in connection with other matters, 
therefore the court attempted to silence 
him. He ullijnutely received the mini- 
mum punishment prescribed and has 
since been released before his time,"

A LITTLE WAR CLOUD. 

It Hovers Over Chili and Argentine and 
Ruffles the English Investors. 

London, Sept. 24.— The war cloud hov- 
ering over Chili and Argentina is being 
closel y watched and has caused uneasi- 
ness here. The idea of an appeal to 
arms is vigorously -depdeeated and es- 
pecially because, as the Spectator points 
out. "the English investors will have to 
contribute to pay the piper." 

The Daily Mail urges that Great Bri- 
tain, the United States, Germany and 
Italy make strong representations to 
Argentine and the Ohlian governments. 

The St. James's Gazette suggests that 
the United States signify it.s willingness 
to bring pressure to bear on the two 
countries by declaring its intention of 
enforcing the arbitrators' decision by 
war if necessary. 



OliDEKS FOB THE SULTAN. 

Four Great Powers Notify the Turks to 
Evacuate Crete Forthwith. 

London, Sept. 24.— The Cretan ques- 
tion has taken n step toward final solu- 
tion, by the acceptance by the four great 
powers of Italy's proposals, which in- 
clude the dismissal of all the Turkish 
troops and functionaries. The admirals 
of the powers in Cretan waters have 
decided that the ringleaders of the recent 
massacre are to be tried before a court- 
martial composed of British officers. 

Borne. Sept. 24.— Within 24 hours 
Great Britain, Russia, France and Italy 
will append their signatures to an agree- 
ment for the pacification of the island of 
Crete, including a plan for forcing the 
Sultan into submission. The scheme 
has for some time been drafted, But en- 
forcement was delayed to invite the par- 
ticipation of Germany, which country 
declined. At the beginning of the week 
flic four powers will send an ultimatum 
to the Sultan of Turkey, summoning him 
to accept the project, and informing him 
that unless he does so, measures will be 
taken to enforce his compliance. The 
powers have irrevocably decided fo set- 
tle the question immediately, ami will 
not hesitate to send their fleets to the 
Dardanelles, and beyond, if necessary, 

Berlin, Sept. 24.— A despatch to the 
Cologne Gazette from St. Petersburg 
says it is regarded as possible, in the 
light of recent information that not only 
the French expedition under Major Mar- 
chanil. but a force of Abyssinian troops 
is at Fashoda. It is expected that King 
Menelek will refuse to relinquish his old 
claim to the Nile border of his empire, 
and accordingly may plant his flag and 
assemble a considerable force of troops 
opposite Fnshodn. 

MUST HASTEN FROM CUBA. 

President McKinley Says Spaniards Are 
Too Slow — Who Owns Christo- 
pher Columbus. 

Washington, Sept. 24. — The officials 
here are watching with interest the pro- 
gress being made by the military com- 
mission at Havana in securing the evacu- 
ation of the island of Cuba. The com- 
mission has been very slow in making 
reports to the war department, but from 
the latest received it appears that that 
body would like to have more definite 
instructions ns to procedure. 

It seems that the Spanish side have 
said that they could not begin the evacu- 
ation of the island until the 1st of No- 
vember, and that it could not be com- 
pleted before the 2Sfh of February next. 
In view of the alarming state of the 
Cubans, who are suffering from hunger 
and inability under the present condi- 
tions to obtain work, the President de- 
cided that he could not assent to the 
consumption of so much time. There- 
fore, he caused the commission to be 
instructed to demand that evacuation by 
the Spaniards begin not later than the 
15th of October, and be completed by 
the 31st Of December. What the result 
of this demand will be is not. yet known, 
but it is said the administration is deter- 
mined to tolerate no delay in leaving the 
island, although disposed to permit a 
reasonable time. 

Notice has also been taken of the ex- 
pected purpose of the Spanish captain- 
general to remove from the island 
remains of Christopher Columbus, with 
part of the surmounting monument.

Berlin, Sept. 24. A new and highly im- 
portant invention was tested at the 
German manoeuvres this week. It was 
in the shape of a Greek Phoenician 
lire, invented by a Berlin engineer. It 
ignites on contact with the air or water, 
and cannot be quenched by water. It 
burns with a brilliant flame exceeding a 
big searchlight, and it can be sunk un- 
der water or under ground, and when 
brought to the surface instantly bursts 
into flame at any desired point. It was 
tested during the night evolutions off 
the island of Heligoland and off Kiel, 
and proved most efficient in detecting the 
presence of an enemy. 

WILLIAM LOUD AND KING. 
Emperor William went to Stettin yes- 
terday to open the new harbor. During 
the course of a speech which he deliv- 
ered in reply to the address of welcome 
by the burgomaster, Ilis Majesty said: 
"Our futures lies in the water, anil I. 
as lord and king of the land, express 
gratitude to you for having brought Stet- 
tin to this degree of prosperity. I hope, 
expect and might also say I demand fur- 
ther development at the same rate of 
progress." 

Work has been commenced on the new 
mammoth dock at the imperial shipyards 
of Kiel. It will be 550 feet long and 05 
feet deep. It is intended to dock large 
ironclads of the Kaiser Fried rich type. 
SOCIALIST PROGRESS. 
The Vorwuerts publishes a report of 
the socialist party, which will be sub- 
mitted at its annual meeting at Stutt- 
gart. It points out that socialism is 
steadily increasing throughout Germany, 
and has found it.s way into provinces 
where a few years ago socialism was 
unknown. The electoral campaign of 
the socialists cost 21)0,000 marks. The 
spreading of the pamphlets proved most 
successful, and the socialistic press now 
comprises (iS political papers, two illus- 
trated papers and two comic papers, one 
of which is illustrated. The total re- 
ceipts of the socialistic party for the 
year amounted to 020,000,000 marks, 
and the expenditure footed up 340,000,- 
000 marks. 

BRUTALITY IN THE ARMY. 
The brutal circumstances of the 
assassination of Sergt. Schernhardt by 
Count Stolberg-Wernigored, a captain of 
cavalry, has caused much comment. It 
appears that Schernhardt was superin- 
tending the cooking of rations during a 
bivouac of the Fifteenth Uhlans, near 
Hahonnu, Alsace, when he received an 
order to get a load of forage. During 
bis absence, the soldiers bungled in 
handling the stove, with the result that 
the food was spoiled. When Schern- 
hardt returned, Count Stohlberg-Werni- 
gored summoned him and abused him, 
calling him the greatest blackguard and 
the lowest hound in the regiment. 

Schernhardt naturally became excited, 
and replied that lie did not think he 
deserved such names, whereupon the 
Count boxed his ears heavily, throwing 
him against a wagon. Schernhardt then 
called out to two of his comrades, saying 
"You see that I was struck." There- 
upon the Count flew into a rage, drew 
bis snbre and stabbed the sergeant twice, 
first in the leg and then behind the ear. 
The sergeant took out his handkerchief 
to staunch the blood, and tried to stand 
m it attention, but he dropped unconscious 
tll0 and died in the hospital on the following

In this Col. Wright, 
of the Forty-Third Milling and Mining 
Company, of Ottawa, is among til 
furthest advanced. Three weeks ago he 
had everything iu readiness, except for 
the building of some mile or two or 
limning fur a wash-up on Slate creek. 
Among the prospectors were a number 
of the disorganized Grider parly. Min 
ing Hot-order Wells is tit Tom creek, 
but Grider, thu leader of the party, who, 
it was stated, started back for Ominocn 
after his detention here, had never re- 
turned. Capt. Black, who was commis- 
sioned while here to look for the body 
of Jones, supposed to have been mur- 
dered by his partner Gordon, now in 
gaol pending trial here, had not made 
any discoveries. The season, it was 
feared, had advanced too far into aut- 
umn for Capt. Black to make a more 
than casual search. although three 
weeks ago the weather still continued 
fine.

As, however, a 
large majority of the bullets failed to hit, 
the target at tlie time of our passing, and' 
as there was no signal of any sort to show 
Unit we had been observed, we think It 
would have been a risky proceeding to 
have he'd on our course. The mere laet 
that live bullets at least struck the water 
in close proximity to us, two of them being 
less than 100 yards off our boat, proves In 
our opinion, gross carelessness on the part 
of the tiring party. 

We think (lint there should be some 
nvnuH of signalling to passing boats that 
they have been observed and that firing 
should cease generally, so as to allow of 
no misapprehension. 

We trust that ftnpilry wdll be made Into 
the matter and proper precaution taken he- 
fore a fntal accident occurs.

GREAT BRITAIN'S INNINGS."" 

What n remarkable change there has 
lieeu in tlie attitude of the various mo- 
tions of the world towards Great Britain 
during the last year or so. It is less 
than three years since President Cleve- 
land- sent his Venezuelan message to 
congress and still less since the Kaiser 
wired his insulting telegram to Kro- 
ger. Then all the papers printed outside 
of the Empire were full of talk of the 
speedy decline of British prestige. In 
fact our foreign critics were saying to 
each other that. 

Bui; yesterday and Britain's name 
had stood against the world, 

Now none so poor as do her reverence. 

Even loyal subjects of Her Gracious 
Majesty asked themselves if it could l»e 
true that the British J ion had become) 
toothless with age and luxury. The 
lirst answer to this question, the first 
liint to the world that there was a point 
beyond which British forbearance would 
Jiot go, was the marshalling of the Fly- 
ing Squadron. It was an unprecedent- 
ed display of strength. Every power in 
the world felt awed by the impressive* 
spectacle. Every government saw that 
with all her apparent weakness, Great 
"Britain was the only power in the world 
ready to strike a crushing blow any r 
where on the shortest possible notice, and 
that the British people, notwithstand- 
ing their apparent apathy, were as full 
-of light as they were a century ago, 
when the nation faced victoriously a 
-world in arms against her. Then came 
the Golden .Jubilee. The world has not 
yet got done talking of that event. 
Only last week an American writers 
said that never since history was writ- 
ten was there such a display of military 
and naval prowess, and he added that 
it put every other nation hopelessly in 
the rear. Even France, jealous as she 
always was of anything like greatness 
on the part of her neighbors, was forced 
to admit that Britain stood alone and 
unapproachable. 

But people soon forgot, and when 
later, Prance ami Germany made do- 
nnands in Asia and France, and the 
•might of Britain was not at once e.\- 
< erted to check them, many hopes were 
xSXprcsscd abroad and fears entertained 
:at: home that the band at the helm of 
rHliJte had lost its skill, and that the 
"flag would be dishonored before the eyes 
of the nations. But once again the 
prophets of disaster have been disap- 
pointed, and to-day Great Britain stands 
more eminent than at any tinw in the 
course of her long and eventful history. 

To thus result the •■•■cent campaigns in 
Northwest: India and the Nile have 
largely contributed. In some respects 
these were not great wars. The number 
of men engaged has not been large, bud 
the difficulties attending the expeditions 
hive been such as lo render the out- 
come specially noteworthy. It was ah 
American paper which said that the re- 
lief of Cbitral was a greater achieve- 
ment than the crossing of the Alps by 
Hannibal or Napoleon. It was also 
an American paper which said a few 
<hiys that Kitchener is undoubtedly the 
greatest general of the present day. 
Such lessons as have been taught, bjl 
the achievements of British soldiers un- 
der such arduous conditions are not lost 
on the world. 

Tt is emphatically Britain's innings, 
and the great glory of that fact consists 
in the knowledge that the prestige of the 
Empire will always be upon the side of 
fredom and the right. Eliza Cool; sang: 

'Tis a glorious charter, deny it who 
Cll II 

That is breathed in the world: "I'm 
an Englishman." 
but we claim to-day more than this. 
Never has the name of our country, 
never 1ms the name of any nation meant, 
so much for humanity as the name of 
the British Empire does at this moment- 
ous hour of the world's history. Events 
Ate shaping themselves so that it may 
kooii come about that, united with the 
great people to the south of us, the 
power of Britain and her colonies may 
work for peace, prosperity and right- 
eousness to a degree that oven a decade 
ago would hnve seemed impossible under 
any circumstances.

PR I MIT1 VE CII U ISTIAN IT Y. 

Not many people who talk of primitive 
Christianity as something which ought, 
if possible, to be restored, have given 
much thought to what it is for which 
they express a preference.' Some religious 
sects hold that, if the Bible is taken as 
the rule of life, Christianity in its primi- 
tive form will bo realized, forgetting that 
to the early Christians the Bible, as we 
know it, was non-existent. The sacred 
books of the Jews, embraced in what we 
call the Old Testament, were available 
to those who cared or were able to study 
them, but no argument is necessary to 
show that the original disciples of Christ 
were not probably familiar with Jewish 
literature. The New Testament had, of 
course, no existence. What the earliest 
church knew of the life of Christ was 
derived either from the personal observa- 
tions of its members or from hearsay. 
The Gospels were not written until some 
years after the Crucifixion, and the same 
observation applies to the other New 
Testament books. Even when these 
books came to he written, the number of 
copies must have been exceedingly few, 
and doubtless the churches at some 
places were quite ignorant of epistles 
written to the churches at ether points. 
It is evident, therefore, that whatever 
may have been the guide of the primitive 
Christians, it was not the Bible US we 
have it to-day. Nor must it be forgotten 
that the lirst Christians were .lews. They 
were men brought up in the Jewish faith 
and traditions. The chief claim upon 

which they relied for the reasonableness 
of their doctrines was that they were in 
harmony with the Jewish prophecies, 
which is also one of the main grounds 
relied upon now. Thus the first Chris- 
tians were Jews, who asserted a new 
tiling, and that thing was that Christ 
had risen from the dead, am! that, 
through the influence of the Holy Spirit, 
mighty works could be accomplished. In 
the ethical teachings of Christ and the 
Apostles, there is nothing to which any 
good man in any land could not heartily 
assent. Even Pilate, who looked into 
the matter, could find "no fault, in Him 
at all." Take away from primitive 
Christianity these two elements, and it 
has no distinguishing features left. It 
presents no other characteristics not to 
be found in the contemporary teachings 
of the Neoplatonists. It did not incul- 
cate nearly as great self-denial as the 
doctrines of. the Essenes. Other sects 
could be mentioned which are quite its 
equals in regard to morality and a recog- 
nition of human obligation. We repeat 
that its distinguishing features were a 
belief in the Resurrection and in the 
imminent power of the Holy Spirit. 

The importance of this conclusion is 
manifest when we relleet that of all 
the claims of Christianity, these two are 
the only ones that are questioned to 
any extent by skeptics and others. Vet 
if we contrast the history of Christianity 
with that of every other sect and creed 
that has ever existed, we are forced to 
admit it to lie the only one that lias been 
able to adapt itself to the needs of hu- 
man progress— the only one which, after 
nineteen centuries of vicissitudes, is as 
full of vitality as ever, and apparently 
only on the eve of its greatest triumphs. 
Philosophy suggests that under such cir- 
cumstances it would be wise to seek for 
the explanation of this difference be- 
tween Christianity and the teachings of 
other sects and systems, anil if is surely 
not unreasonable to hold that in the 
above-mentioned unique features of the 
Christian faith the solution may he 
found. 

A belief in the resurrection might very 
well be a great stimulus to heroic devo- 
tion to the cause of the new religion, 
but when we seek for the great potency 
of primitive Christianity, we find it in 
the influence of what is called the Holy 
Spirit. One of the difficulties attaching 
to all philosophical inquiries arises from 
the necessity of finding names for things. 
We use such words as faith, belief, spirit, 
soul, and so on, without quite under- 
standing ourselves what we mean by 
them, and with the full knowledge that 
those to whom they are addressed will 
put their own interpretation upon them. 
Hence when the expression Holy Spirit 
is used, the person employing it or the 
person to whom it is addressed may not 
have a very definite idea of what is 
meant. In this respect it is like the 
word "electricity." 1 1 is a name for a 
force that is understood only so far as 
its operations have been observed. Its 
exact nature is unknown, and possibly 
in a human sense may lie unknowable. 
The Holy Spirit is an agency, and so 
far as the observation of mankind goes, 
the most subtle and powerful agency in 
the whole Universe of God. It may well 
he that it is the creative and supporting 
agency of that universe, of which the 
unknown philosopher who wrote the 
Epistle to the Hebrews thought when he 
used the expression, "by whom also He 
made (he worlds." The lesson which 
primitive Christianity teaches— and we 
believe it to lie its great lesson — is that 
man can so live as to he in harmony with 
this mighty agency, which will sustain 
him in his present life, and fit him for 
whatever tin? future may have in store. 

A PTE It D I S A R MAM E NT. 

The idea of a general disarmament is 
naturally very attractive, and we all 
hope to see effect given to it. Never- 
theless the effects of such a policy, if 
carried out suddenly, would he very dis- 
organizing to business. It is true that 
the armies and navies of the world cost 
an immense amount of money, every 
dollar of which, at the last analysis, 
comes out of the producing classes, but 
it is also trt;e that every dollar of it 
finds its way, In the end, back to the 
producing classes. Soldiers must be fed, 
armed and clothed. Ships must be 
built, provisioned and maintained. These 



things put. vast sums of money in circu- 
lation. It is true that thousands of 
soldiers and sailors are supported in 
lives of idleness, so far us the production 
of things of value goes; but if they were 
disbanded, there would be so many more 
persons added to the army of competi- 
tors, who are constantly striving for u 
living by producing the necessities and 
luxuries of life. This line of argument 
has its friends, and these claim that the 
maintenance of a standing army is 
really a very good thing for the tax- 
payers, just as it used to he claimed that 
the national debt of Great Britain was 
a source of prosperity. But the argu- 
ment will not hold good. This will 
appear from a little consideration. Sup- 
pose it were proposed that a new class 
of non-producers should be called into 
existence by the state, to be supported 
by the taxes of the people, would anyone 
pretend that this would be a cause of 
prosperity V A negative answer will at 
once be given to this question. No one 
would have thought, if society were 
just: being organized, that a country 
could be made richer by maintaining any 
considerable number of the population in 
idleness at the expense of the others. 
Therefore, though disarmament would 
be the means of obliterating many indus- 
tries, and thereby throwing thousands of 
people out, of employment, and though, 
in addition to rendering such employees 
competitors with men in other avoca- 
tions, it would convert the hitherto non- 
producing sailors and soldiers into pro- 
ducers, and we may safely conclude that 
social and industrial conditions would be 
immensely bettered as the ultimate re- 
sult. 

The truth of the matter is that people 
have to work too hard— that is, the pro- 
ducing classes have to — because they 
muse produce not only for themselves, 
but enough for those who produce 
nothing. If we could once get society 
adjusted upon right lines, it would hi' 
possible for all people to be comfortable 
without working half as hard us they 
now have to. When we use the ex- 
pression "producing classes," we do not 
simply mean people who grow crops or 
make nrticlcs of some kinds, but the 
whole industrial community that is en- 
gaged in doing what promotes human 
welfare and happiness. The burden of 
maintaining the armies mid navies of 
the world falls upon these people, and 
after disarmament they would find life 
much easier, when the lirst shock inci- 
dent to so great a change had passed 
away. 

These considerations have more of an 
academic than practical interest, and the 
only reason for mentioning them is that 
we have observed how the great majority 
of people like to have purely academic 
questions suggested for consideration. 
We do not for a moment imagine that 
any sudden disarmament will ever be at- 
tempted or proposed. The most that 
need be expected is that the policy of 
the great military nations may be altered 
and that, instead of striving yen,r by year 
to increase their aggressive power, they 
will come to some mutual understanding 
to gradually reduce the number of men 
under arms, and the cost of maintaining 
them. There might also be an under- 
standing whereby the European govern- 
ments would be rendered safe in aban- 
doning the policy of accumulating gold 
for war purposes. This is likely to be 
the first result of an understanding look- 
ing lo disarmament. The amount of 
money, which during the last few years 
has gone into the military chests of 
Europe, is not known, but it is enormous. 
Although the production of gold has been 
increasing with unprecedented rapidity, 
there is no more of the metal available 
for circulation than formerly, and the 
explanation is that it is finding its way 
into the coffers of the great: military 
governments. It is taken out of hiding 
in the mines and put into hiding again 
in imperial strongholds, and all the good 
the world gets out of it, is what is de- 
rived from the labor employed, and the 
goods consumed in getting it. If the 
gold itself remained in the money mar- 
ket, the result would be an advance in 
prices, and a great stimulus to enterprise 
of every kind. If the proposal of the 
Czar shall result in nothing more than 
n cessation in the locking up of gold by 
the continental powers of Europe, the 
world will be greatly the gainer. 

The officials of the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation Company direct the atten- 
tion of the Colonist lo the fact that they 
have a comfortable set of waiting rooms 
in the same building as the ticket ofllce, 
the men's room being downstairs and the 
ladies' room upstairs. They appreciate 
fully what the Colonist had in mind, 
namely, the advantage of a waiting 
room into which passengers could go 
directly on stepping out of the steamer, 
but they say that the arrangements of 
the wharf, which is not; the property of 
the company, are such that, it would be 
out of the question to provide such a 
room, and that they have done the best 
they could under the circumstances. We 
suggest to the officials of the company 
that: if they would put up signs in con- 
spicuous places on their boats, telling 
wdiere the waiting rooms are, and also a 
conspicuous sign at the steamer landing, 
indicating the direction in which passen- 
gers should go to reach the rooms, they 
would confer a great favor upon the 
travelling public nt a very small cost, 
and would do something towards allevi- 
ating the necessary inconvenience at- 
tending debarkation from n steamer upon 
such a small and inconveniently arranged 
wharf. 



How many people live In Victoria 7 
The Colonist hns made an effort to 
throw some light upon this question, and 
the results are presented in another 
column of to-day's paper. The basis 
upon which the estimate is made is 
given, and everyone, if so disposed, can 
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do n little calculating for himself. The 
conclusion seems warranted that the 
population is nearer 30,000 than 25,000, 
and it is fair to say that strangers, wdio 
have an opportunity afforded them of 
seeing the whole city, usually put the 
population at about 30,000. 

We present a forecast of the vote on 
the plebiscite, and it Is quite different to 
what we expected it would be when in- 
quiries were, instituted. Nearly every 
one has hitherto placed British Columbia 
in the anti-prohibition column, but there 
is a very good chance of an affirmative 
majority for the plebiscite. In most of 
the localities where the negative will 
prevail, the majority is likely to be light, 
while in such places as the lower Eraser 
valley and Okanagan there will he large 
prohibition majorities, so that the small- 
er majorities in the other places may be 
fully offset. .Many persons will be sur- 
prised at the conclusion reached by Col- 
onist reporters as to the result, in this 
city, but unless there is considerable 
change in public interest during the next 
few days, there will be quite a strong 
probability that the affirmative side may 
have a small majority. The vote through- 
out the, province is likely to be light, 
and the result will not be decisive one 
way or the other. 



Colonist readers will recall that, this 
paper some time ago, and on more than 
one occasion, directed the attention of 
the Dominion government to the fact 
that the steamers carrying supplies up 
the Yukon were not likely to reach their 
destination, and urged that a fresh lot 
of goods should he sent in by way of the 
head of the river. This advice was as a 
matter of course disregarded. The latest 
news from Dawson gives proof that the 
suggestion wits timely, because it n|>- 
pears that supplies for the winter were 
being then bought at Dawson by the 
military authorities, the steamers having 
been stuck on their way up by reason of 
the lowness of the water and the scarc- 
ity of fuel. The hitter consideration 
will hnve a highly important bearing up- 
on the future navigation of the lower 
Yukon. 



We do not know upon what principle 
the provincial government is acting in 
recalling all the provincial police from 
Lake Teslin. There are many people yet 
in that part of the province, and it does 
not. seem right to leave them without 
any representative of the law nearer 
than Glenora, which is at least 150 miles 
distant. 

A Rossland paper remarks that a bank 
official there is laid up with inflamma- 
tory rheumatism and adds: "lie is 
greatly missed as one of the judges of 
the horse races." Evidently Rossland 
is progressing when it thus places plea- 
sure before business.

It also says blood stains can be remov- 
ed by soaking in cold water — hot water 
sets the stain. 

Another authority says a cake of mag 
liesia and a clothes brush are good fried* 
to an economical and careful woman. 
"After brushing a dusty gown, and then 
rubbing both sides of any soiled spots 
with magnesia, it. should be hung away 
for a day or two, and then brushed again. 
The spots will be found to have disap- 
peared. Care taken with dainty gowns 
is the secret of dressing well on a limit- 
ed allowance." 

Sometimes a jagged rent in a gown can 
be best mended by the use of-green tis- 
sue. I, ay the tear right side up over a 
piece of tissue, which can he purchased 
for a few cents at almost: any shop. Ar- 
range the threads to cover the break, 
then cover with several thicknesses of 
cloth, being careful not to disarrange the 
threads, dampen' the top layer and pj-ess 
for a minute or two (not longer) with a 
hot iron. 

To straighten bent: whalebones and 
make them lit for use again, soak them 
in hot water, then press under a heavy 
weight until dry. 

In mending gloves, use fu-.e cotton as 
silk is fur more apt to cut the kid. If the 
rent is in a scam, turn the glove inside 
out and sew them over and over. If the 
tear is in the glove, set a piece of kid 
under it and secure with n few stitches. 

When packing has wrinkled or crushed 
the_ clothing, a vigorous shaking, afler 
which to hang or spread it. out: in a hot 
room for some hours, will greatly im- 
prove the appearance.

Mayor Red fern a few days ago notified 
the board of school trustees by letter 
that the council had no further funds 
for school purposes beyond the amount 
required for the payment of teachers' 
salaries up to the end of the year. This 
action of the corporation in declining to 
allow the school board the full amount 
asked for by them for school purposes 
will bring to a crisis a question that has 
long been in dispute between the two 
bodies. At the beginning of the pres- 
ent year the school trustees sent a re- 
quisition to the council for $52,000, the) 
amount that they estimated would be 
required for school purposes for tin) 
year. The council replied that they 
could not allow any more than $43,000, 
that being the amount realized from the 
per capita tax and the special tax of two 
mills for school purposes. The school 
board retorted that they were entitled by 
law to receive whatever amount they 
demanded, irrespective of the amount 
realized from the taxes for school pur- 
poses. Mayor Redfern suggested that 
the question he referred to the Supreme 
court and that if the decision went 
against the trustees and the amount of 
the school taxes was not sufficient to 
maintain the schools that the legislature 
be asked to increase the amount of the 
special school tax. The trustees declin- 
ed to go into court and continued to 
make expenditures under their estimate 
of $52,000. They have now expended 
all but what is required to pay the 
teachers' salaries to the end of the year. 

Mayor Redfern said last evening thai 
the question was one that would have to 
be settled very soon. The cost of main- 
taining the schools was increasing while 
the civic revenue was not. It was not 
to he supposed that the fixed and other 
expenditures of the corporation, were to 
be contingent on the amount demanded 
by the trustees for school purposes. Per- 
sonally he would he willing, if the decis- 
ion went against the trustees, to allow 
them a grant to finish up the year, with- 
out admitting that they were entitled to 
any more than the per capita and special 
tax. 

The trustees will probably take some 
action at. their next meeting.

PRINCIPAL GRANT'S SECOND 
LETTER. 

Experiment of Prohibition in Maine, and 
Its Results— Failure of the Scott 
Act in Ontario. 

'(Special Correspondence of the Globe.) 

The people of Canada, as compared 
■with all other Christina', nations, are 
.singularly abstemious. In 'making com- 
parisons I must confine myself to 'Chris- 
tendom, for Mahomet and Ganlun.a, thy 
Ituddha — unlike Jesus — absolutely pro- 
hibited the use of intoxicating liquors. 
Every good MaliomnibdUn and Buddhist 
is therefore a pledged abstainer; but, 
though wo are sometimes promised -the 
■millennium under a regime of prohibition 
no millennium lias come yet in Turkey 
•or Armenia, nor where Buddhism has 
been .supreme tor more than a thousand 
.years. 

The sobriety of the people of Canada is 
-admitted. Mr. Spence recently stated 
that the consumption of alcoholic liquors 
•per head in the United States averages 
17 gallons a year and in Canada 4% 
.gallons.- What makes this state of 
thinks the more remarkable is that, as 
.a. rule, northern people drink more than 
those to the south of them, and also that 
, the United States has. been the great 
home and happy hunting ground of pro 
hibition for Half a century. It seems to 
jdff that if the conditions of the two 
Countries were reversed, I would lit 
.ashamed to go to our sober neighbors 
and lecture them on their duty in the 
matter of temperance. 1 might: be of- 
fered a good fee per night for my ser- 
vices, but shame itself would make me 
pontine my efforts to my own .distressful 
'.'Country, even if it were nut evident to 
a self-respecting man that each people 
can best paddle its own canoe in its own 
'.waters. 

CANADA IS TEMPERATE. 
"What has led to our comparatively 
flippy condition of things'.' A great var- 
iety of causes— the healthy, religious son- 
'tiwent of the people which responds to

.20 years ago. The victory is not yet 

• completely won. but why iu the name of 
common sense should wo throw away 
'the well-tried swords which have served 

use so well for the rusty razors of pro- 
'hibition anil constant lighting to secure 

• new amendments to moot ever new eva- 
sions of coercive laws? 

We have already had trials, in differ- 
ipiit provinces, of county prohibition, and 
'the results, from a temperance point of 
'view, are not encouraging. For instance, 
in Ontario, from 1885 to 1880. the Scott 
net years, the convictions for drunken- 
ness averaged annually G.34S. In 1880 
the convictions were 7,0.")!). On the other 
hand, in 1804, when we were free from 
the Scott act, the convictions were only 

."8,267. I understand that: there were still 
fewer convictions in 1S05 and 189G, but 
I have not been able to got. official re- 

. turns for those years. 

PROHIBITION IX MAINE. 

The State of Maine, however, affords 
a much better illustration of what pro- 
hibition can and cannot do than any of 

• our' provinces; and it. besides, is the 
'mince to which prohibitionists point with 

.greatest confidence. During the early 
;;part of the century Maine was, perhaps, 
ftbe most drunken state in the Union.' 
"a recoil, essentially religious in its origin, 
' began in lS2ti. which reached its climax 
in ".lie course ,.f the next 15 years. Total 
■ abstinence became a popular enthusiasm 
'nil over the state. As early as 1831 the 
official year book of the state said that 

" "the quantity of ardent spirits consumed 
■in Maine has been reduced two-thirds 

••'Within three years." The idea of pro- 
' hibition never entered the minds of those 
Curly reformers. The Washington niovc- 

" hieiit, whose achievements in suppressing 

• iiileniperanee were enthusiastically cele- 
brated in popular songs, reached Maine 
in 1840, hut neither did it dream of pro- 
hibition. As one of the leaders said in 

o a&il: "Wnshingtonians are firm believ- 
'"Airs iu the efficacy and power of moral 
'.-suasion; this they believe to be the main 
' never; they hold that doctrine to be sound 
which includes the principle of coercion, 
".and therefore they cannot: go hand in 

• hand with those who cry out 'give us the 
' strong arm of the law.' Human nn- 
' tore, however, is impatient-, and success 

is apt to make it intolerant. It loves 
short cuts. 

"Maine enacted a nrohibitorv law in 
18-10. What has been the result? In the 
half century that has since elapsed 50 
amendments have been called for to meet 
the evasions ajid the difficulties attend- 
ing attempts at enforcing the law! Just 
as men who have drunk too much are 
•thirsty and cry "more brandy," so the 
'Maine prohibitionists, have never ceas- 
ed to cry for "more law." 

,Let me refer nil who are interested in 
a study of the Maine liquor laws, and 
.indeed of the whole question, to an ad- 
mirable volume entitled. ."The Liquor 
(Problem in its Legislative Aspects," 

Which gives the results of ,a careful, 
thorough and impartial .investigation. 
■ under the direction of the .most eminent 
..educational mid social reformers in the 
.United States. This enables fair-minded 
men to form conclusions regarding what 
.jproliibition can, and what: it cannot, do. 
EVASION OF THE LAW, 
■ Prohibition cnu abolish the manufac- 
ture on a large scale of distilled, fer- 
h imented and malt liquors within the area 
ie covered by the law. Whether it is moral 
to abolish factories In which men have 
in invested their property, and which have 
'grown up under the law, without offering 
, the slightest compensation to (hose whose 
properly is destroyed by law, is another 
'•question. But no one pretends that pro- 
hibition can abolish illicit manufacture; 
and Illicit stills always turn out the 
Strongest and most poisonous liquors. In 
Mrine, the ''hard" Honor usually sold 
produces forms of Intemperance' most 
injurious to health and life. It is diffi- 
cult to obtain limit liquors on account 
of'Thoir bulk. "The stricter the enforee- 
tmeiit the poorer the liquor/' which is 
,. > . •« * • .urv.o'ii.' ■ ; , 



often nothing but alcohol purchased from 
druggists and sold after dilution under 
the name of "split." 

Prohibition can prevent the open im- 
portation of wine, beer or spirits. It 
cannot prevent smuggling, which, even 
without prohibition, flourishes at pres- 
ent along thi! lower St. Lawrence with 
increasing vigor, according to the in- 
crease of the tariff or of licenses. Sir 
Richard Cartwright slated at the last 
session of parliament that the loss to 
the revenue from this smuggling was 
:sS00,000 a year, and that it was demor- 
alizing the "people of whole parishes. It 
would be impossible, he said, to bring 
guilt home to the principals without: the 
aid of informers. The government got 
a vote to pay informers, but very little 
has bene done. The long, unsettled 
coasts of the Gulf afford the smugglers 
too many facilities. The recent increase 
in duties has also led to an extensive 
illicit manufacture of alcohol in the 
country. What would happen under a 
Dominion prohibition law? Smuggling 
and illicit distilling would abound more 
and more in spite of armies of informers. 

Prohibition can remove open tempta- 
tion from the young and from persons 
disposed to alcoholic excess. It is prac- 
tically helpless against "dives," "pocket- 
peddlers" and all the. well-known variety 
of secret temptation which have such 
a fascination for the young. "Stolen 
waters are sweet." Still les scan it sub- 
line that desire for some stimulant which 
is all but universal in human nature, and 
which, when ordinary means of gratifica- 
tion are denied, finds relief iu opium, 
morphine, chloral ami drugs and drinks 
of various kinds more pernicious to the 
constitution than even whiskey. 

CO LLUSI V E SELLI X C, . 
Prohibition can prevent the open sale 
of intoxicants, though as long as drug- 
gists or other agents are allowed to sell 
for medicinal, mechanical or sacramental 
uses, or for use in the arts, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to distinguish one class 
of buyers from another, lint it can do 
nothing towards subduing the natural 
resistance of the human, and especially 
of the British heart, to restrictive legis- 
lation, which is an infringement on per- 
sonal liberty. 

"It is only in regions where prohibi- 
tion prevails that illicit selling assumes 
large proportions." (See the report sign- 
ed by ['resident Eliot of Harvard, Presi- 
dent Low. of Columbia, and James C 
Carter of New York. I 

Now while, according to these eminent 
authorities, "the most minute ami pains 
taking legislation lias failed to attain 
the object of the prohibitionists," let 
me quote a few sentences from their 
terrible arraignment of "concomitant 
evils of prohibitory legislation in Maim 
CONCOMITANT EVILS. 
"The efforts to enforce it during -10 
years past have had some unlooked foi 
effects on public respect for courts, ju- 
dicial procedure, oaths and law iu gen- 
eral, and for officers of the law, legis- 
lators and public servants. The public 
have seen law defied, a whole generation 
of habitual lawbreakers schooled in eva- 
sion and shamolessness, courts ineffect- 
ive through fluctuations of policy, delays, 
perjuries, negligences and other miscar- 
riages of justice, officers of the law dou- 
ble-faced and mercenary, legislators tim- 
id and insincere, candidates for office 
hyprocriticnl and truckling, ami office- 
holders unfaithful to pledges and to rea- 
sonable public expectation. . . The 
liquor traffic, being very profitable, has 
been able, when attacked by prohibitory 
legislation, to nay fines, bribes, hush- 
money and assessments for political pur- 
noses to large amounts. This money 
has tended to corrupt the lower courts, 
the police administration, political or- 
ganizations and even the electorate it- 
self. . . . Frequent yielding to this 
temptation causes general degeneration 
in public life, breeds contempt for the 
public service, and. of course, makes the 
service less desirable for upright men. 

All legislation intended to 
put restrictions on the liquor traffic, ex- 
cept, perhaps, the slmnle tax. is more or 
less liable to these objections; but the 
prohibitory legislation is the worst of all 
in these respects, because it stimulates 
to the utmost the resistance of the liquor 
dealers and their supporters." 

Who would not rather have even the 
drinking customs as they were 50 years 
ago in Ontario than such a horrible state 
of things corrupting society at its foun- 
tain head'.' Fortunately, however, we 
are not called unon to choose between 
the two evils. We can continue to im- 
prove without attempting dangerous ex- 
periments on so delicate and complicated 
an organization as modern society.

It does not diminish 
the evils of the trnfllc at which it is 
aimed. It is an attempt at revolution 
which public sentiment does not endorse. 
It breeds a spirit of intolerance that Ls 
inimicnl to' American institutions. It en- 
courages and has greatly increased the 
monstrous crime of perjury. It tends, in 
many parts Of the state, to make drink- 
ing places of drug stores. It leads to 
the manufacture and use of vile, villain- 
ous and poisonous liquors. It is based 
on the false "assumption that humanity 
can be made virtuous by law. . It places 
power and authority in the hands of 
many bad and unscrupulous persons. It 
is aimed at the destruction of an indusJ- 
try recognized • by all civilized countries. 
It. has produced assassins Pierce and 
1'otts, but never punished the red-hand- 
ed murderers. It receives the cordial 
endorsement of some of (he very class of 
men it is supposed to oppose. It is tak- 
en advantage of by professional agitat- 
ors for the purpose of self-agrandizement 
and spoils. It prevents municipalities 
from regulating and controlling their own 
affairs as they may deem proper and 
right. It causes thousands of men to 
take liquor to their homes and places of 
business, even where best enforced. It 
makes cowards of political parties and 
prevents just and needed legislative ac- 
tion ut times in other matters. It en- 
ables irresponsible loafers to secure the 
arrest of decent and innocent people, and 
■subject them to indignities. It lias lost 
the support of public sentiment, with- 
out which it never can succeed, for law 
us public sentiment crystallized. It has 
[helped to strike down honorable judges 
fin a dishonorable way, simply because 
they could not conscientiously decide 
eases In its favor. It interferes with the 
work of temperance reform, and deters 
it from being conducted along education- 
al, religious and moral lines. It results 
in an annual drain of millions of dollars 
from Iowa for goods demanded. and con- 
sumed in the state, but the manufacture 
of which is declared illegal. It enables 
blackmailers to bleed the saloon keepers, 
preventing city and county treasurers 
from receiving the fund necessary, and 
justly due them, for expenses in looking 
after the traffic. It has resulted in the 
election of many small-bore men to the 
legislature— men nominated because they 
were professional prohibitionists, and 
not because of any special fitness for the 
position, it makes sneaks of thousands 
of young men who, in localities where 
best; enforced, congregate in stables and 
other out-of-the-way places for the pur- 
pose of drinking, and which places are 
hot-beds or evil. It creates a carnival 
of free whiskey, enabling, without re- 
striction or regulation, one and all, re- 
gardless of their reputation or character, 
who may so desire, to engage in the busi- 
ness of selling the beverages demanded.

PREPOSTEROUS AND UNREAS-

A If hough I sympathize very earnestly 
with those who are trying to promote 
amongst our people temperance habits, 
still 1 think they are making a mistake 
in having this measure forced upon the 
people. I believe it. will bp found an Im- 
practicable measure."— Sena for Bernier, 
in the debate on the Plebiscite bill. 

PTtOIIiniTION LAWS A FAIL- 
URE. — "Some years ago the Dunkin act, 
a prohibitory law, was introduced in Ort- 
tarjo. At liuit time I hud been in a mu- 
nicipal council for several years, and I 
had very grave doubts as to whether 
it would be carried out. Even although 
11 majority of the votes enst were in 
favor of the adoption of the measure. I 
had very grave doubts ns to whether the 
popular feeling was strong enough to per- 
mit of the measure being enrried out 
for nny length of time. My doubts were 
confirmed, and the effect was that, the 
cause of temperance was in 11 worse p»- 
sf ition three or four years after the bill 
became law than it had been before. The 
license laws of the province had done 
a great deal to lessen the sale of liquor 
aided by the influence of temperance ad- 
vocates, but after we got the Dunkin 
act, there seemed to' be a certnin class 
who took n particular delight: in lirealdng 
I he law and, of course, in many ways 
they were able to get liquor. Later on 



in running private stills and iu other 
ways; so that it would not be possible, 
by legislation of the kind before us, to 
make the people sober."— Senator Mac- 
donald (B.C.) in the debate on the Pleb- 
iscite bill. 

PROHIBITION LAWS VIOLATED. 

— "I can slate that from my own person'.' 
al observations that in some of the states 
and in this country where prohibition 
acts were in force that they were openly 
violated, the law was not observed and 
over and over again I saw, as I said be- 
fore, at hotels and otherwise where a 
little tipping vould gel whatever you 
wanted, ..notwithstanding it prohibitive 
law was in force anil I do not believe if 
a prohibition act. was passed to-morrow 
thai it would be possible in a large city, 
lor instance, by any such means to put 
an entire stop to the sale or use or manu- 
facture of spirituous liquors." — Senator 
Allen in the debate on the Plebiscite bill. 

WOri, I) PROHIBITION PROHIB- 
IT ? — "Now, sir, this brings us to an- 
other consideration which has to be kepi 
in mind by those who have to vole upon 
this question. Would prohibition pro- 
hibit? That, is a question which the elec- 
tors have also to consider. There are 
those amongst its who favor prohibition; 
there are those amongst: up who' do not 
favor prohibition; but whether we fa vot- 
er whether we do not favor it, the ques- 
tion which the electors have to solve in 
I heir ballot is as to whether or not— let 
I rein bo over so ardent prohibitionists— 
whether or not a prohibitory liquor law 
would prohibit the liquor traffic. That 
is a question ns to which there may be 
serious doubts. We have the fnct that 
at the present time, tobacco, which is 
moderately taxed, k although somewhat 
highly, but after ad moderately, yields 
practically no revenue because we know 
there is a considerable amount we know 
gling done in thnt. article. This is n con- 
sideration for the electors."— Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in the debate on the second rend- 
ing of the Plebiscite bil. 

CHIEF JUSTICE AHMOHU. — "I do 
not think that drinking intoxicating li- 
quors mnkes a man a criminal nny more 
than eating oatmeal makes a man a 
Presbyterian."— Chief Justice Armour, 
in his evidence before the Itoyal Com- 
mission. 

DISAPPOINTED WITH SCOTT 
ACT.— "I was in favor of the Scott act 



our immense frontier. We have only re- 
cently seen the difficulty on the f!t. Law- 
rence of keeping our smugglers; and as 
fhe inducement to smuggle would be so 
much greater under the prohibitory law, 
I think it would be still more difficult, to 
enforce the law.

TRIALS OF PROHIBITION. 

Lessons Taught by rust Experience in 
Canada and the United States. 

It would bo about as necessary to 
prove that the "sun is hot." or that "the 
world is round" as to prove thai prohibi- 
tion is a failure, were il not for the per- 
sistent: attempts of the prohibitionists to 
delude people, who have neither the 
means nor the lime to look into the'innt- 
ter carefully, into believing that, prohi- 
bition is a success and Hint therefore it 
would lie a good thing- for Canada. 

The people of Ontario had a taste of 
prohibition in fhe Scott act, and a bitter 
taste it was. It. is acknowledged. by ev- 
ery unprejudiced man who had nny ex- 
perience of Hie operation of that law, 
that of all the legislation ob- 
tained by the opponents of the liquor 
traffic, the Scott act proved the worst 
failure and the most bitter disappoint-; 
nient to thousands who voted for it, hon- 
estly believing that it would abolish 
drunkenness and crime. The strongest 
evidence of Its failure nncl of popular dis- 
approval was its repeal in every county, 
generally by majorities much larger than 
those by which it was enrried. And sta- 
tistics show that the judgment passed 
by the electors upon the Scott Act, after 
every attempt had been made to enforce 
it, was a sound judgriiont:. Not only did 
fhe convictions for drunkonnos'.i increase 
during the Scott net, but convictions for 
crimes and misdemeanors of all kinds 
nlso incrensed very materially. (See of- 
ficial returns, for Ontario.) 

Twenty-eight counties and two cities 
in Ontario gave the Scott, act a trial. 
How many have retained it. And why 
was it repealed? Can there, be any other 
reason than that it was n failure? The 
memorial, signed by "300 citizens of 
Woodstock, including nearly nil the 



The late General Neal Dow himself 
complained of the number of low drink- 
ing places that infest the cities of Maine. 

Maine's record of drunkenness, idiocy 
and crime is a complete answer to all the 
alleged benefits of prohibition. Ask any 
observant visitor what he snw in Maine. 

Take Vermont next. Prohibition has 
had n fair trial in Vermont where the 
legislature piled one enactment upon an- 
other, heaped ,uj> ; penalties and at last 
gave the police .'power to enter any house 
without a warrant in search of liquor. 
The result is reported by Mr. Edward 
Johnston in Popular, Science .Monthly. 
He says: "For all practical purpses the 
law is an absolute dead letter." 

Massachusetts also tried prohibition for 
a number »t' -yours.- The report: of the 
joint conrmitteef of both houses of the 
legislature, one of the clearest and most 
comprehensive reports of the kind in ex- 
istence, states: "The men? fact that the 
law seeks to prevent them from drinking 
rouses Hie determination to drink in 
many. The fact that the place is secret 
takes away the restraint which, in more 
public anil respectable Dlaees. would kdep 
them within temperate bounds. The 
fact thill the business is contrubniid and 
liable to interruption, and that its gains 
are hazardous, tends to drive Jionest.jnen 
from it n ml to leave it. under the con- 
trol of dishonest men who will not. scru- 
ple to prison the community with vile 
adulteration." 

Kansas has given prohibition a thor- 
ough test with most disheartening re- 
sults. 

A TERRIBLE INDICTMENT. 

Iowa has tried it, and liore is what Mr. 
F. W. Fnulkes, of Grnnd Rapids, In., 
once a strong advocate of prohibition, 
has to eny about it: 

"It breeds linrs. It increases taxes. 
It fosters dishonesty. It develops hypo- 
crisy. It retards immigrntion. It drags 
way of bolter methods. It stands in the 
way of belter methods, tl makes an 
avocation for blackmailers. It increases 
the consumption of whiskey. It com- 
plicates affairs of church and state. It 
is an attempt at a present impossibility. 
It fails to decrease pauperism, as claim- 
ed. It is falsely asserted that it has 
decreased crime. It retards public im- 
provements in city, town and country. 
It is falsely dechired that. U. prevents the 
increase of insanity. It destroys a mar- 
ket for vast amounts of products of the 
farm. It develops professional and dis- 



COMPENSATION MUST FOLLOW. 

Leading Statesmen Agree That This 
Would Be Logical Outcome of 
Prohibitory Law. 

"I do not think it possible that a pro- 
hibitory law could be passed by a Can- 
adian legislature, without provision for 
compensation. I think it probable that 
$12,000,000 or ijilo.OOO.OOO would be re- 
quired for that purpose. This sum would 
lie a permanent addition to Hie burdens 
of the country." — George Hague, Esq., 
general manager of the Merchants' Hank 
of Canada, in his evidence before the 
Royal Commission on the liquor traffic. 

Every voter who wishes to cast an 
intelligent ballot on the. question of pro- 
hibition should make himself acquainted 
witli the true meaning and the conse- 
quences of such a law. 

The prohibitionists have spared no ef- 
fort, to keep the public in ignorance of 
the fact that prohibition would in-.olve 
an annual loss of revenue of nearly $10,- 
000,000 (ten million dollars), and that an 
immense sum of money would be requir- 
ed to compensate those engaged in the 
liquor trade for the ruination of the busi- 
ness iu which they have been engaged— 
anil lawfully engaged— and the conse- 
quent depreciation in the value of their 
property. 

Now that the public are becoming ac- 
quainted witli this fact, the prohibition- 
ists afe making frantic efforts to de- 
ceive tlie electors into believing that 
those engaged in the liquor business are 
to be quietly robbed of at least .$15,000.- 
000. They even go so far as to say that 
there is no precedent for compensation, 
and that the tax-payers of Canada will 
never be called upon for these millions. 
A more deliberate attempt to deceive a 
free people could not he imagined. Not 
only are there precedents, and many of 
them, but they come from the very land 
I hat Canada always looks to for prece- 
dents—England. 

And what is the record of England in 
to every holder of an archbishopric, bish- 
lieen interfered with? What did Eng- 
land do when the slave trade was abol- 
ished? The British parliament voted 
£20,000,000, or nearly ?100,000,000, to 
compensate the slave owners, and among 
the .members who supported this grant 
was the late Hon. W. E. Gladstone. 

What did England do when the Irish 
Church was disestablished? The act of 
disestablishment provided that an annui- 
ty equal to (he ambunt of yearly income 
that the net would cut. off should be paid 
to every holder of an archbishopric, bis- 
opric, benefice of cathedral preferment 
in or connected with the Irish Church. 

What did England do when the Itegu- 
lation of the Forces act was passed in 
1ST1? The act provided for complete 
compensation for Hie pecuniary value of 
existing commissions both as regards re- 
gulation and over-regulation prices. 

AYhal did England do when the Proc- 
tor's OOlce was abolished? Permitted 
each of them to practice in other courts, 
and granted to each an annuity. 

But why multiply examples of the ac- 
tion of tiie British Parliament in this 
respect? The tendency of that great par- 
liament has always been to refuse to.per- 
mit any interference with interests, vest- 
ed or otherwise, without satisfactory 
compensation. 

If nny thing further were necessary to 
convince any intelligent man that British 
justice is, and has always been, opposed 
to wholesale robbery such as the prohi- 
bitioinlsts would submit those in the li- 
quor trade to, it would surely be suffi- 
cient to quote the public expressed con- 
victions of a few of England's greatest 
statement: 

WHAT GLADSTONE SAID — "When 
the people of England set nl>out political 
reforms they never accomplish them in 
a niggardly spirit, but their practice is to 
make liberal compensation to those who 
have suffered or who may imagine them- 
selves to have suffered nnd In every 
doubtful case adopt liberal action." — 
Hon. W. E. Gladstone, speaking on the 
Regulation of the Forces net. 1M71. 

FAIR CLAIM TO COMPENSATION 
—On the 20th of November, 1870, the 
Into Hon.W. E. Gladstone, in the course 
of his Midlothian campaign, said: "If 
paliainenf shall think it wise to intro- 
duce radical changes Into the working

Of course it is preposterous to quote 
the opinions of these statesmen as op- 
posed to the remarks of that truly great 
and eminent man, P. S. Spence, but the 
reader must judge as to their relative 
values. 

ROYAL COMMISSION REPORT.— 
The report of the Royal Commission on 
the liquor trafllc referring' to compensa- 
tion, reads as follows: 

"The question of making compensation 
to those engaged in the manufacture, 
and those engaged in wholesale and re- 
tail vending of liquors, one or both 
classes, should the traffic be put an end 
to by legislation, has been taken on the 
subject. The undersigned commission- 
ers regarding the evidence given, and 
what has been proposed in other colin 
tries, as for instance, England, Franc . 
Uermany and some of the British co 
ouies, consider that the payment of emi 
pensation could not justly be avoided hi 
the case of those who by such legislation 
would have their business, which they 
have been carying on under the sanction 
of the state, abruptly put an end to. and 
tiieir capital in many cases almost swept 
away, and in all considerably diminish- 
ed." 

Xot only has England recognized the 
principle of compensation, but Switzer- 
land Norway and Sweden granted com- 
pensation when they assumed control of 
the manufacture of liquor. 

Every elector, then, should remember 
that a vote for prohibition means, among 
other disastrous consequences, a vote in 
favor of adding from $15,000,000 to $25,- 
(100,000 to the deb! of Canada.

INTERFERENCE WITH PERSON- 
AL LIBERTY.— "Prohibition is a seri- 
ous interference with personal freedom. 
It is alcohol to-day, it may be tobacco 
to-morrow, it may be something else the 
dav after. This is not the way to make 
men Rood, or true, or strong. * * * 
It is sometimes terrible to see a teeto- 
taller eat, and Sir Henry Thompson 
says that over-eating does more harm 
physically and morally than over-drink- 
ing. Prohibition leads to secret drinking 
and the morphine habit. The latter is 
comparatively unknown in Canada, 
whereas it prevails extensively in the 
United States."— Profensov Clark, of 
Trinity College, Toronto, in a letter to 
the Dailv Mail. 

OUTSPOKEN DENUNCIATION. — 

"After long and earnest considerating 
I have conic to the conclusion that a Do- 
minion prohibitory law would be hurt- 
ful to the cause of temperance, and most 
hurtful to the general public and private 
morality. Believing this, it is surely my 
duty to go to the polls and vote 'No' to 
the question, 'Are you in favor of pro- 
hibition"? "—Principal Grant, in his first 
letter to the Globe. 

DR. DAVID ALLISON— Dr. David 
Allison, principal of Mount Allison Uni- 
versity College, addressing a large con- 
gregation or Methodists at: Sackville, N. 
B„ only a few weeks ago said that facts 
did not go to show that prohibition meant 
the annihilation of the liquor trafllc, and 
added: "It must he admitted that there 
is doubt in the minds of some sincere 
friends of tcmberanee whether the times 
are ripe for prohibition. I frankly admit 
that my own mind is not free from 
doubt." (This is not the newspaper io- 
port, but comes direct from Principal 
Allison himself,) 

BISHOP OF NIAGARA.— "I , am nol 
in favor of the enactment, of a prohibi- 
tory law. I do not think it would be a 
wise or a workable law. When I say 
I do not think it is founded on those 
principles of eternal wisdom and of long 
experience that have dictated the laws 
Of past nations. I do not: find thut the 
principle underlying such laws enters in- 
to, (he Divine Law, nor into the great 
human codes that have governed the 
largest and the oldest nations in the 
world. The Jews had certainly not a 
prohibitory law; drunkenness was found 
amongst them, anil it was rebuked by 
their prophets, but the article was nut 
prohibited. The Romans and the Greeks 
certainly had no prohibition, England 
that great country that It is, lias not u 



prohibitory law; and in very few states 
of the Union— in only one or two, I think 
—is there prohibition now. i'or all these 
reasons, J. come to the conclusion that 
it would not be a wise law. I think that 
the great principle of law is not to put 
it ah solutely out of the power of a man 
to do what is wrong, hut to strengthen 
him to resist temptation to do wrong. 
The only circumstances in which I 
think it is put out of the power of peo- 
ple to do wrong, so far as that can he 
done, is when they are confined in pris- 
on or lunatic asylums. But when the 
subject is free, I do not think it js put 
out of his power, either by Divine or 
human law. to commit breaches of those 
laws. I think hem ust be approached from 
another side."— Canon u(o\V Bishop) UU- 
rnoulin in his evidence before the Royal 
Commission on the liauor traffic. 

WOULD BIO A CURSE. — "I have had 
experience of the working of a prohibit- 
ory law in Maine aud in. a portion or 
Chicago. I thought it was a great curse. 
It made people drunkards, hyprocrites, 
and sneaks. Under no circumstance 
whatever would I favor the enactment 
of a prohibitory law in Canada. I be- 
lieve it would he a great curse to the 
country in every way." — Rev. A. H. 
Baldwin. Toronto, in his evidence before 
the Royal Commission on the liquor 
traffic. 

TOTALLY OPPOSED.— "In my own 
view 1 am totally opposed to prohibition, 
I think it is not in accordance with the 
principles of Christianity. I reel very 
strongly about it. It seems to me there 
is nothing from beginning to end of the 
New Testament of the principle of pro- 
hibition, but a great deal against it."— 
Rev. J. J. Bogert, Ottawa, in his evi- 
dence before the Royal Commisison on 
the liquor traffic. 

A SUMPTUARY LAW.— "A prohib- 
ory law that would prevent men from 
making eider of the their apples, and 
using it, would be a sumptuary law." — 
Bishop Campbell, Reformed Episcopal 
Church of Canada, in his evidence before 
the Royal Commission on the liquor 
traffic. 

SCOTT ACT A DEMORALIZER. — 
"I saw a great many more drunken per- 
sons about the streets during the period 
that the Scott act was in force than I 
ever saw prior to its enactment or since. 
L found that the spy system connected 
with it created a great deal of ill-feeling 
among the people generally. The Li- 
cense act is preferable. I would not 
favor the enactment of a prohibitory law 
—decidedly not. I think the Scott act 
was a demoralizer instead of an educa- 
tor." — Archdeacon Dixon, Diocese of Ni- 
agara, in his evidence before the Royal 
Commission en the !!quor t runic. 

TEMPERANCE NOT TEETOTAL- 
ISM. — "I would not like to see a pro- 
hibitory law. I am opposed to prohibi- 
tion. The priests are always active in 
promoting temperance but not teetotal- 
ism, because we make a difference be- 
tween the two."— Most Rev. J. Thomas 
Duhamel, D.D., Archbishop of. Ottawa, 
in his evidence before the Royal Com- 
mission on the liquor traffic. 

TOTAL ABSTAINER'S VIEWS.— 
''I would not favor the enactment of a 
prohibitory law for the Domonlou. In 
my judgment a prohibition lay would 
not be enforced, judging from our experi- 
ence with the«Scott act. Then again, I 
think that it Is taking away the Chris- 
tian liberty of a man. I do not think 
affybody has a right to take away from 
a man his liberty, to say what he shall 
eat or drink. I speak as a total ab- 
stainer of some years. I have a right 
to use my liberty to give ft Up, and I 
do not think any man has a right to take 
from me the .liberty of drinking what I 
wish. That is the view I take <if the 
question of prohibition."

Won. I) BE A DEAD LETTER.— 
"Mv feeling is that there is such a gap 
between public feeling and the execution 
of the law, that at present it. would not 
be possible to enforce prohibition. It 
would be a dead letter upon the statute 
book." — Rev. Thomas Keohagan, Ham- 
ilton, in his evidence before the Royal 
Commission on the liquor trafllc, 

OPFOSED TO DIVINE PRINCI- 
PLES. — "I am opposed to the enactment 
of a prohibitory law. My chief objec- 
tion is that it is opposed, it Beeins to me. 
the principles upon which Cod governs 
the world; and my next reason is that so 
far as I have had an opportunity of ob- 
serving the operation of a prohibitory 
law, it has not been beneficial. I was 
in the Northwest for some tune, and I 
never saw so much drunkenness any- 
where as I saw in the very section where 
prohibition was in force, certainly in 
Calgary." - Very Rev. G. M. limes, Dean 
of the Diocese of Huron, in his evidene 
before the Royal Commission on th 
liquor trafllc. 

NO CONFIDENCE.— "I have not 
confidence in a prohibitory law. I do 
not think it would remove the evils that 
result from intemperance."— Rev. W. 
Kloepfer, Berlin. Out., in his evidence 
before the Royal Commission on the li- 
quor traffic. 

IRREVERENCE FOR LAW. —"If 
you pass legislation treating as a crime 
a thing that is not a crime, if you can- 
not, carry the conscience of the moral 
sentiment of the community with you. 
you will beget an irreverence for law till 
around."— Rev. G. M. Milligao. St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian church, Toronto, in 
his evidence before the Royal Commis- 
sion on the liquor traffic. 

WOULD NOT VOTE FOR IT. — 
"From what I witnessed during the time 
of the Dun kin act, me only opportunity 
I had of seeing how baneful to society 
it was. I would not vote for prohibitory 
law. I think a man engaged in the traf- 
fic of liquor, distilling or manufacturing 
it. can he jtisi as good a Christian as any 
other man." — Yon. Archdeacon Mulhol- 
land, Owen Sound, in his evidence be- 
fore the Royal Commission on the liquor 
truffle. 

PERSONAL LIBERTY SAORED.- 
"I do not favor a prohibitory law. I 
think it: is very unjust, and an improper 
interference with the personal liberty 
which belongs to every man. I do not 
think that our personal liberty should be 
interfered with in matters of Hint kind. 
The true principle is self-restraint; every 
man should prohibit himself when it is 
necessary to do so." — Rev. John Pear- 
son, D. D.. Toronto, in his evidence lie- 
fore the' Royal Commission on the liquor 
trafllc. 

GRATEFUL TO PRINCIPAL 
GRANT. — "There are many clergymen 
like myself who feel grateful to Princi- 
pal Grant for his outspoken protest 
against prohibition. I mean any legal 
enactment which attempt sto prohibit; 
the use in moderation of one of Cod's 
good gifts."— Archdeacon Bedford-Tones, 
Brockvlllei 

THE POOR MAN'S BEER AND 
PIPE. — "I cannot deny the poor iiian his 
beer and his pipe while I lunch tit my. 
club with my bishop."— Rev. W. S, 
Rainsford, formerly of St. .Tames' Cath- 
edral, Toronto. 

OPPOSED TO BRITISH JUSTICE, 
— "Prohibition is essentially unjust, and 
opposed to all principles of British jus- 
tice. It is punishing one man for the 
sin of another, the sober man for the 
drunkard. Because my neighbor gets 
dlunk, I, who can 'use it: without: abus- 
ing.' must he deprived of my inalienable 
rights as a free-horn Briton. Because 
my neighbor is a lunatic, therefore I 



must he put under restraint! Because 
someone bays a razor and cuts his own 
or somebody else's throat, 1 iriust'ut be 
allowed to shave!"— Rev. R. F. Dixon, 
formerly of Hamilton. 

BECAUSE I DON'T YOU MUST'NT 
— "1 only ask them to give me credit in 
turn lor the sincerity of my convictions, 
that temperance means moderation, and 
that the moderate use of alcohol is a 
blessing and not a curse. Abuse does 
not necessitate disuse; and I fail to see 
why I should shave my head because an- 
other man has brain fever, or rather 
water on the brain; why I should discard 
raiment because some do not pay their 
tailors; or why I should abstain from 
horse exercise because others have ruined 
themselves by racing. So please don't 
say, 'Because I don't you must'nt.' "— 
Very Rev. S. Reynolds Hole, hi "More

WHAT PROHIBITION MEANS.—

PROHIBITION AND CRIME. 

Facts Against the Allegation That: Li- 
quor Trafllc Source of all Crime. 

The prohibitionist will toll you that 
the source of till poverty and crime. 
Facts are against him, but what does 
the prohibitionist care for facts. Away 
with facts— and cider! However, the 
elector who wishes to cast an intelligent 
vote on this question of prohibition is 
anxious to get at the facts, and here are 
a few that cannot he changed by all the 
prohibitionists in Canada wagging their 
tongues together. 

If it is true that the liquor trafllc is the 
cause of all property and. crime, it must 
be equally true that the more liquor, 
ales or wines consumed the more pover- 
ty and crime there will be. Now, what 
are the facts? Here is a table taken 
(from the official returns of the province 
of Ontario, and it is well worth studying, 
for it completely destroys the prohibi- 
tion argument about whiskey and crime:

Now what does this table show? It 

shows that from 1877 down to 1884 there 
was a steady and gratifying decrease in 
crime. Then the Scott act period was 
reached, crime became rampant, and in 
1880. after four years of Scott act, the 
committals were the greatest ever known 
in the history of the province since 1877. 
Immediately after the rejection of the 
Scott act crime steadily diminished just 
as during the Scott act it steadily in- 
creased. What answer has the prohibi- 
tionist to these facts? 

The fact of the matter is that in Can- 
ada, as in all other countries, crime and 
poverty are high when tin.' consumption 
of "drink" is low. This statement is 
borne out by the statistics of every civ- 
ilized country, and the explanation is very 
simple*. The consumption of drink is an 
index, not of morals, out of trade. In 
prosperous years, the consumption of 
drink increases and crime and poverty 
decrease, because people have more 
money to spend and are under less temp- 
tation to commit crime; whereas, in ad- 
verse years, or "hard times" as they are 
called, the scarcity of money makes them 
drink less and also subjects them to the 
pressure of greater poverty and tempta- 
tion. , 

In England, for 40 out of the last .10 
years, the rule has been that when con- 
sumption was high the rate of crime 
and poverty was low, and when consump- 
tion was low the rate of crime and pov- 
erty was high. If the liquor traffic is 
the prime cause of poverty and crime, 
how is the decrease in poverty and crime 
to lie accounted for when consumption 
increases. Ir there is any truth in the 
prohibitionists' argument, crime should 
keep pace with the increased consump- 
tion of liquor, But it has not in Can- 
ada, England, or any other civilized 
country. Therefore, there is no truth 
in the prohibitionists' argument that 
drink is the cause of crime, and it is 
high time this lie was nailed. 

Perhaps it would be well in connec- 
tion with the reference to England to 
give a few figures from an olljcial re- 
port. The report of the directors of Eng- 
lish convict prisons shows the yearly av- 
erage number of persons sentenced on 
indictment to penal servitude in Eng- 
land and Wales during the five years 
ended December 31, 1850. to be 2.r>89 
out: of nn average population of 19,257,- 
000. or 13.4 convicts per 100.000 popula- 
tion. In the four years ended December 
31. 1803, the average number was only 
833 out of a population of 20,224,81-1, or 
2.8 per 100,000 population. Everyone 
knows that the consumption of alcohol in 
England is on the increase, hist year be- 
ing a record breaker. But even granting 
that: the consumption of alcohol remain- 
ed constant, that is, four or five gallons 
of proof spirit per head of population, 
lis shown by official statistics, how is it 
that these four or five gallons per head 
"caused the existence of 13.4 convicts 
per 100,000 of population in 1850. and in 
1803 the same rate of consumption "caus- 
ed" only 2.8 convicts per 100,000 of 
population? The question answers it- 
self. The convictions were not "caused" 
by drink, and the alleged connection be- 
tween the two things is a mere fiction of 
the prohititionists. 

So far as the prohibitionists are eon- 1 
cerned. they seem to be working on the [ 
principle that the constant repetition of 
a falsehood will ultimately insure its 
acceptance as a truth. 

But let us put: a few more nails in this 
lie about drink and crime, so that it will 
stay nailed. Let us take the state of 
Maine, which hud a disastrous experi- 
ence with prohibition. The Prison Re- 
port of the state of Maine for 1884 says: 
"Intemperance is not a cause of crime" 
and a special correspondent of the New 
York Sun, after a thorough investigation, 
reported as follows: 

"Nor does Maine fulfil the golden pro- 
mise held out by pn.nibition of immun- 
ity from crime and increase of 'prosper- 
ity. Though the population of the state 
lias, been stationary, the statistics of 
crime have increased. In 1S73 the num- 
ber of committals to gaol was 1,5-IS; in 
1884 it: was 3,072. The pauper rate in 
the cities is larger than those of any 
other state." 
PROHIBITION AND CRIME IN 

KANSAS. 
And what about. Kansas, where all 
kinds of experiments have been made 
with the prohibition fad? According to 
(lie United States returns, Kansas had 
more prisoners in its penitentiary and 
county gaols In proportion to its popula- 
tion, ,in 1800, than it had in 1880. The 
proportion was— In 1880, S03 prisoners, 
oer million of population, nnd in 1800. 
Oil) prisoners per million. Moreover, of 
all the twelve slates in what is known as 



the "Northern Central" group, Kansas 
bad in 1800 absolutely the largest ratio 
of prisoners to population. On the other 
hand, high license Nebraska shows a de- 
crease of from 738 in 18S0 to 5W in 1800. 
Even the niuch-tulked-of and berated 
Missouri and Illinois, with all the wick- 
edness of Chicago, makes a better show- 
ing than "saintly" Kansas. 

And here is another table from the 
Kansas State Prison Report which 
teaches a lesson. It gives the number 
of admissions to the Kansas State Peni- 
tentiary from 1870 to 18S0 under the li- 
cense system, and from 1880 to 1S00 un- 
der prohibition.

During the first term, 1S70 to 1SS0, 
there was one committal to the peniten- 
tiary for every 343 of increased popula- 
tion, and in the second period, 1880-180, 
under prohibition, there was one commit- 
tal for every 130 of increased population. 

During the prohibition period, from 
18S0 to 1800. there were confined in the 
Kansas penitentiary the following num- 
ber of prisoners for murder in the vari- 
ous degrees:

la fact, the statistics of every state 
where prohibition has been tried prove 
that there is no such connection between 
consumption of liquor and crime as the 
prohibitionists claim. But. it is impos- 
sible to give the official statistics of 
every state and country in a brief pamph- 
let. Surely tin? facts— and they are unde- 
niable facts— will convince any unpreju- 
diced man that another prohibitionist lie 
has been nailed.

he made up by higher taxation, we have 
a total annual loss of revenue to the Do- 
minion of $8,230,033.43. This is'tho 
amount that would have L'o be raised by 
direct taxation. Now, there are 5,000,- 
000 people in Canada, and if you sit 
down and figure it out you will find that 
in order to raise $8,230,933.43 annually 
from 5,000,000 people, each man, woman 
and child would have to pay $1.64 each- 
year, and heads of families would pay;

THE FARMER AND PROHIBITION 

If there is one class of the community 
more. than another who would sutler seri- 
ous loss if prohibition were passed it is 
the fanners. There can be only one con- 
clusion as to the effect of prohibition up- 
on the agricultural interests— it would 
be most disastrous. The farmer would 
be hurt, and badly hurt, in his surest 
Lioint— his home market. Here are a 
few facts and figures, taken from official 
returns, which show, to some extent, 
bow great would be the loss to the farm- 
er if the distilleries and breweries, the 
wine factories and cider factories of 
Canada were closed up: 
BARLEY, CORN, RYE AND HOPS. 

The brewing industry of Canada af- 
fords an average yearly market for 1,- 
500,000 bushels of barley, $300,000 worth 
of cattle, $123,750 worth of hay aud 
$100,000 worth of hops. 

The distilleries of Canada, in 1802. 
used 1,382,252 bushels of corn valued at 
$793,007 ; 273,045 bushels of rye and 
wheat valued at $170,580, and 135,407 
bushels of barley valued tit $04,107. 
These distilleries also used in that same 
year 40,88-1 bushels of oats valued at 
$17,011 aud 20,033 pounds of hops val- 
ued at $7,125. 

The feeding of cattle is also a large 
factor in connection with the brewing 
industry. A close estimate is that the 
1.412,220 bushels . of grain steeped in 
1802 furnished food to fatten 0,000 head 
of cattle. These cattle would use 11.- 
250 tons of hnv at an average cost of $11 
per ton— $123,750. At $40 per head the 
first cost of the cattle would be $300,000, 
and the selling price when fattened 
$720,000. 

The following table gives the amounts 
and kinds of grain used in the distiller- 
ies of Canada during the ten years from 
1SS3 to 1S02:

In this table there is not included 121, 
237 lbs. of mill offal used in 1800, 1.- 
302,054 lbs. of molasses, 13,005 lbs. of 
buckwheat and 370,023 lbs. of ground 
apples and cider. 

The distillers use on an average 1,830,'- 
5S8 bushels of grain, for which they pay 
(he farmers $1,04-1,750. They feed 10.- 
000 head of cattle and pay out nearly 
$400,000 in wages yearly. These figures 
will give the farmer an idea of the value 
to him of the brewing and distilling busi- 
ness in Canada and the loss he would 
suffer if prohibition were enforced. 
MAKING OF CIDER PROHIBITED. 

The prohibitionists recognize that the 
farmers will protest against any law that 
prevents them from making cider, ami 
an attempt has been made to circulate a 
repbrt to the effect that the making of 
eider is not prohibited by the Plebiscite, 
bill. Hero is the exact wording of the 
ballot paper taken from the bill itself: 

"Are you in favor of the passing of an 
act prohibiting the importation, manufac- 
ture or sale of spirits, wine, ale, heel;, 
CIDER and all other alcoholic liquors 
for use as a beverage?" 

Thousands of farmers make cider ev- 
ery year out of the poorer quality of 
their apples, uud not one of them ever 
considers it a very great crime to do so, 
but the prohibitionists say 'it must, be 
stopped, and so the word "cider" w;^s 
placed on the ballot paper. Any farmer 
who votes for prohibition will vote in 
favor of making the manufacture or sale 
of cider illegal and punishable. Gener- 
ally speaking, cider is made from the 
unsaleable apples, and if its manufacture 
were prohibited these apples would be 
practically without value and the farmer 
would be deprived of a harmless and 
pleasant drink, not to speak of the money 
which many make every year by the sale 
of eider. Will you allow the prohibition- 
ist to dictate to you in this matter? 

The census returns give the following 
figures for cider mills: Capital invested, 
$130,795; value of product, $180,835; 
number of industries 175; number of em 
ployees, 321, nnd yearly wages $47,120. 

PROHIBITION MEANS DIRECT 
TAXATION. 

Prohibition means direct taxation. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier said in the Globe. May 
[14th, 1.807: "If prohibition were applied 
Revenue to the amount of $8,230,000 
would be wiped out and would hitve to he 
made up in some other way. Direct tax- 
ation is the only source open." Hon. 
David Mills, minister of justice, s 
that prohibition means direct taxation 
(see Globe, .lime 12th, 1807). The Globe 
said editorially on May 19th; 1807, "The 
Premier of Canada has declared, and no 
one seems to deny, that prohibition' will 
involve direct taxation."' Every intelli 
gent and unprejudiced man in Canada 
knows that prohibition means direct tax- 
ation.

MOUNTAIN CLIMBING. 

An English Party Search in A'ain for- 
Two Famed Peaks— A Petrified 
Forest Ixicated. 

A Banff report says: Messrs. Hugh' 
Stutfield, Norman Collie, of Londton,. 
England, and H. Woolley, Manchester, 
England, returned last Saturday from 
a trip amongst the mountains in the vi- 
cinity of Laggan. Professor Collie is 
an adept tit mountain climbing, having 
been at the summit of many mountains- 
in all parts of the world. This party 
went out to locate mountains Brown 
and Hooker, which have not been placed' 
for sixty years back. They failed to- 
find them. 

Mountain MtirchLson, one of the moun- 
tains ascended, is of interest in that at 
the height of 0,000 feet above the setr 
level a petrified forest was found. The- 
mountaineers took a photograph of the- 
petrified trees and some specimens of the- 
bark were brought down. As 9,000 feet: 
is above the timber line .these trees must 
have been thrown up. 

One of the glaciers visited wns'lrioft 
noticeable in its descending movement, 
the rocks and soil being literally plough- 
ed up at its nose and trees on either side 
were uprooted and declined outwards- 
Dr. Collie took some valuable photo- 
graphs on the mountain and with a poc- 
ket mercurial barometer made out of jhtt- 
heights of many known and unknown, 
mount ains. The readings .of the barome- 
ter at the Banff meteorological station, 
were very useful to him in making bis-- 
calculations. 

The experience of these well knanrii' 
mountain climbers during thunder- 
storms on the mountains is interesting. 
The ice axe which is carried is a source 
of danger from electricity in a storm, 
but a warning is given which should be- 
at once heeded, viz., u humming sound' 
something like the noise of a flying bee- 
is heard, which noise is the forerunner 
of tin' electrical discharge, probably; a 
minute or even two minutes before the- 
regular shock. Knowing ones drop . or 
throw the ice axe or other metal instru- 
ments to one side and sit down till the 
electricity is spent. 

Dr. Collie has had some narrow es- 
capes at times. Once in the Alps the 
fluid ran around his hat, leaving a 1 most' 
painful headache for hours afterwards..

Munn, will also have charge of the vot- 
ing at the Masonic hall, Esquhnalt; 
Price's hotel, Parson's Bridge; Motheho- 
sin public hall; the Agricultural hall; 
Cadboro Bay road, for South Victoria; 
the Temperance hall, Cedar Hill; aud 
Dr. Dickson's residence, Tolmie estate. 

There has been no organized opposition 
to the plebiscite in this city or district, 
while the temperance workers have been 
active and energetic in presenting their 
case— the policy of those in antagonism be- 
ing apparently to kill any definite expres- 
sion of the public feeling by such indif- 
ference that the resultant vote will he 
ridiculously disproportionate to the vote 
available.

DAWSOX ADVICES. 

Commissioner Ogilvie to bo Asked 
Remove Officials From Office. 

A mass meeting called by the provis- 
ional committee of the recently organized 
Minors' Association was held in Dawson 
on the evening of September 1 when it 
was decided to present au address to 
Commissioner Ogilvie. and to use the 
words of the Klondike Xugget, "beg 
him to at once set things right by re- 
moving incompetent and crooked ofllc- 
ials." 

The large nmount of illness at. present 
prevalent in Dawson has made it neces- 
sary to make additions to the two hos- 
pitals, A three story addition is being 
made to St. Mary's hospital, which will 
double the capacity of that institution 
and three additional nurses have arriv- 
ed from the Holy Cross Mission. At 
last advices there were 82 patients in the 
hospital, most of them suffering from ty- 
phoid fever. 

The secret societies of Dawson, in- 
cluding the Masons. Odd Fellows. 
Knights of Pythias, Workmen, Wood- 
men of the World and Elks, have com- 
menced the erection of a hall. 

Stops are being taken to have the city 
of Dawson incorporated.

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THE BANK OF B. X. A. 

General Meeting in London— Steady 
Progress Reported — Prosperity in 
British Columbia. 

A general meeting of the proprietors of 
the Bank of British North America took 
place at the bank, .'! Clement's Lane, 
Lombard street, on Tuesday, the Oth in- 
stant, under the presidency of Mr. E. A. 
Hoare. There was a full attendance of 
directors, but a limited number of share- 
holders was present. 

The chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said that the profits for 
the first half year, including f;(,72(! IDs. 
lid. brought forward from the last ac- 
count, amounted to £32,489 17s. Sd. The 
directors had declared in interim divi- 
dend of 25s. per share, and that left a 
balance of £7.48!) 17s. 8d. to be carried 
forward. The court had appropriated, for 
tin? benefit of the staff and the officers' 
widows and orphans' fund, £423 7s. 10d., 
and for life insurance £333 Ha. 3d. The 
deposits on account amounted to 
£2,458,000 figures which showed a 
a steady increase. The bills payable am- 
ounted to £1,500,000, compared with 
£1,205,000 in June, 1890, and £1,202.(1(10 
in June, 18!)7. The notes in circulation 
now stood at £293,000, compared with 
£201,000 in June, 181)0, and £211.000 in 
June, 1897. 

That considerable increase was due to 
the opening of our new branches in the 
mining districts of Western Canada, and 
it must be regarded as satisfactory, and 
we confidently hope for a continued 
growth under tlmt head. 

On the other side of the account their 
actual cash and specie stood at £509,000, 
compared with £400.000 in June. 18!)li. 
and £427,000 in June, 1897. Their cash 
at call and short notive amounted to 
£798,000 compared with £377,000 in 
June, 1890 and £255,000 in June, 1S97. 
The total of these ' two items 
represented no less than 53 per 
cent. of their gross liabilities, 
which the meeting would agree with 
him was a thoroughly sound position. 
Their investments stood at £239,000, 
which £135,000 was at n book cost of 
£150,000 Consols at 00, and the balance 
of £104,000 was in other securities, all 
of which were of undoubted character. 
The bills receivable and loans on scour 
ity amounted to £3,925,000, compared 
with £3,530,000 in June. 1890, and £3, 
875,00 in June, 1897. In the premises 
account there was practically no change 
The figures he had quoted denoted a 
steady progress throughout the bank 
and they were well satisfied with them 
The past year had been one of consider- 
able prosperity for Canada, and the trade 
of the Dominion had shown a very grat 
ifying increase, and that increase had 
followed an increase in 1S97. 

The splendid returns were principally 
due to the excellent harvest and the 
high prices which farmers obtained for 
their breadstuff's, while the activity 
shown, at any rate in the development of 
the mineral resources of British Colum 
bia and the North West had stimulated 
trade in many departments. Their old 
established branches in Eastern Canada 
had hitherto benefited by the improved 
conditions of general trade, hut there 
could be no doubt that their interests at 
the present time were more in the direc- 
tion of Western Canada, respecting 
which so much recently had been heard; 
and the welfare of their own branches 
in the Kootenay district had demanded 
their constant attention and, speaking geiu- 
erally, they were satisfied with the re- 
sults obtained from the opening of the 
new offices in that district. 

No doubt the shareholders had observ- 
ed that they hail closed their branch at 
Sandon because they had been disap 
pointed in the results as to the business 
there, another bank also having a branch 
and their experience proved that there 
was not sufficient business for two pow- 
erful banking institutions. They had, 
therefore, entered into an amicable 
agreement with their rivals, and the re- 
sult of that had been that we had (dosed 
our branch at Sandon. and they had clos- 
ed their ofllce at Knslo, and left us the 
business in the last-named place. It 
was to be hoped that that, arrangement 
would prove to be for the benefit of both 
institutions, and that the rapid progress 
of mining work in those places would 
lead to excellent results. There were al- 
ready some mines which bad been prov- 
ed to be extremely productive, and the 
names of some of those properties were 
familiar to everyone; but there were 
othorij in which the work of develop- 
ment hail Hot proceeded so tat, find 
which had not, therefore, shown equally 
good results. For 1890 the production 
"f precious metal had realized £773.000, 
while for the year 1897 it was put at 
£1 ,400,000— a notable increase. The im 
portant industry represented by those 
figures could not fail to greatly enhanci 
the prosperity of the province of British 
Columbia. They were therefore hopeful 
that at their well established branche 
they might secure a fair share of the 
business of that: district, and they were 
prepared to still further extend their 
branch establishments among the mining 
camps wherever there was a promise of 
profitable business, 

With regard to the branch that had 
been established in Dawson, he need 
hardly tell them that the court did not 
take that step without much anxious 
thought and consideration. They have 
decided that there was a reasonable ex- 
pectation of doing profitable business in 
the first place, while at the same time 
the risks and dangers attendant upon 
ipening an ofllce there would be daily 
diminished by improved means of com- 
munication. Too much praise could not 
be accorded the members of their st iff 
to whom was entrusted the duty of op- 
ning the branch and by their energy, 
pluck and determination in speedily niiis- 
•ing the dangers and privations 
of the journey the bank were enabled 
to open their branch more than a month 
earlier than that of the only other bank 
us yet established in the place, Since 
then the staff— which opened their 
hi' 



protection of the bank and its officers 
were all that the directors could expect 
and such as to make them deeply in- 
debted for the consideration shown them 
by the government. No doubt the ex- 
pense of opening such a brunch was 
exceptional, and he trusted that they 
would not be disappointed in their expec- 
tations concerning it. In conclusion, the 
chairman referred to the loss they had 
sustained in the death of Mr, It. R, 
Grindley the late general manager, to 
whose character and attainments a 
warm tribute of acknowledgment was 
paid. 

The report was then unanimously 
adopted, and the proceedings closed.

Peter Orice, Driver of a Wood 
Sawing Machine Killed Yes- 
terday Morning;. 



The Fly Wheel Broke ond a Sec- 
tion of It Ploughed Through 
His Body. 



The Chinese quarter of Fisgard street, 
between Government anil .Store, was the 
.scene early yesterday morning of a ter- 
rible and revolting accident, the victim 
of which was Peter Grice, 11 young man, 
who was engaged in running a wood 
sawing machine for his cousin, Mr. J. 
E. (Jriee. The fly wheel of the machine, 
which was in motion, broke, and a large 
:pieeo of the wheel striking the young 
inun in the stomach a little towards the 
left side, ploughed right through his 
body, coming out at the back. Death 
was instantaneous, for the fragment of 
the wheel carried on its course through 
the man's body, sections of his vital 
organs, the lieart. and part of the liver 
being picked up 011 the street by the po- 
lice ofllcers, who arrived on the scene 
11 few minutes after the accident had 
occurred. .Small pieces of flesh were 
picked up fifteen feet away and blood 
was sprinkled over the street and side- 
walk for a considerable distance. 

The section of the wheel thai pierced 
the unfortunate young man's body was 
not found, or rather on none of the 
pieces found wen? there any marks of 
blood so it must: either have gone some 
distance and been lost: or (dse it wear, 
through so quickly that no marks were 
left on it. The force with which tin? 
pieces of the wheel were thrown is 
shown by the distance at which they 
were picked up. The machine was at 
work, as slated, on Fisguard street, 
just about midway between Government 
and Store. Some of the large pieces 
were found below Store street and above 
Government, while other pieces buried 
themselves in the hard roadway. -Mir- 
aculously none of the Chinamen who 
were at work with Grice, or those stand- 
ing by, were struck by the Hying pieces. 
Even the horse standing in front of 
the machine escaped unscathed, 

Grice himself was to some extent re- 
sponsible for the accident, although no 
doubt doing what lie had done hundreds 
of times before. The governor belt of 
the engine (lew off, starting the fly 
wheel at terrific speed. Grice called to 
the Chinese assistant, who wits if the 
habit of starting and stopping the en- 
gine, to shut off the steam, and picking 
up a stick of wood pushed it against 
the wheel to act as 11 brake. He evi- 
dently put it against the wheel a Utile 
loo soon, before the steam was entirely 
shut: off, thus putting too great a strain 
Oh the rapidly Hying wheel. 

The wheel was what is known as 11 
solid rim. Some of those who exam- 
ined the pieces my that they show that 
there was a flaw in it, but Mr. .T. E. 
Griee, Jhe owner of the machine, de- 
clares Hint it was perfect, with the ex- 



' l'.< " of a small half inch pcrpondiou- 
1:.. Haw, while the wheel broke in the 
circle. The mark on the piece, said by 
some to be a flaw, Mr. Griee says, is 
nothing more than il murk made bjl 
blood. The governor belt was a new one 
and the last job the machine did was to 
cut ten cords of wood in three hours, 
which is considered a record. 

I'eter Grice was born in Ontario, 
where his parents now reside, 27 ye.'irs 
ago. He has two brothers in Victoria, 
one employed by the street railway com- 
pany, and the other at one of the brick 
yards. The remains were removed to 
the morgue and an inquest will be held 
on Monday. Seen in the morgue the 
mangled body was a most revolting 
sight. The piece of iron by which it 
was pierced must have been six by two 
and a half inches, the flesh being ter- 
ribly torn. 



PETTY THIEVES SENT DOWN. 

A Trio Who Have Terms in the Pro- 
vincial Gaol to Serve. 

Two petty thieves were yesterday giv- 
en terms in the provincial gaol by Po- 
lice Magistrate Macrae, and in a third 
case judgment was reserved although 
tin' defendant pleaded guilty, as the po- 
lice have other charges to prefer against 
him. Alice Clarke, alias Warren, caught 
by a Chinese servant in the act. of steal- 
ing » parlor teapot and stand from the 
residence of Mr. T. It. Smith, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to two months 
with hard labor. The woman has been 
in the habit: of going around begging 
and on Friday going to Mr. Smith's 
resilience and not seeing anyone sneaked 
into the house and took the teapot. The 
Chinaman espied her, and rushing out, 
caught her in the garden. There was a 
lively tussle between the two, the wo- 
man being finally overcome and held 
until the arrival of the police. 

Ah Pooh, alias Ah Lee, caught in the 
act of stealing a pair of trousers from 
the front of Messrs. 1$. Williams & Co.'s 
store, was sentenced to three months 
with hard labor. The firm had frequent- 
ly of late missed a pair of trousers from 
the same hook in front of their store, 
six pairs in all having been taken. They 
set a man to watch the premises and 
he saw the Chinaman coolly help him- 
self to 11 pair of the finest tweeds, take 
the ticket off them and tucking them un- 
der his blouse, slip up a nearby alley- 
way. He was soon overtaken and plac- 
ed behind the bars. 

The other sneak thief who lias a form 
in the provincial gaol to look forward 
to, is Charles Williams, who yesterday 
pleaded guilty to the charge of stealing 
a lot of stop cocks from Messrs. Bra- 
den Profilers. Judgment: was reserved 
in his case and the police have other 
charges to lay against him, Williams is 
a frequent occupant of the dock at the 
police court. He just recently com^ 
nleted a term for stealing goods from Mr. 
S. Peid's store.

Move to Make Better Provision for 
Little Oil's at the Jubilee 
Hospital. 



Committee Appointed to Work 
Systematically for the Good 
Object in View. 



It has been decided amongst a number 
of friends of the Royal Jubilee hospital, 
both In Victoria aud in the province mid 
districts, to work during the coining win- 
ter in Its Interests, and tor Its ever-present 
needs. 

In the past years the Ladles' Auxiliary, 
the Agluortan Society and the Kings' 
Daughters' have done persistent and faith- 
ful work, and, among many other benefits 
bestowed by these may be mentioned the 
electric lighting of the hospital, arid two 
recovery rooms (built and furnished) both 
established during the past year by the 
ladies of the Aglnorlan Society. 

The Ladles' Auxiliary has for nine years, 
worked with the utmost zeal— undertaking 
the annual hospital ball — besides doing sys- 
tematic work In support of the regular 
funds. At present the society has a fund 
in hand amounting to $700.00, devoted to- 
wards the establishment of a children's 
ward— nnd It is following In tin' steps of 
this example— and If possible to complete 
this fund, that a plan lias now been de- 
veloped to assist this work, and to augment 
the general Interest. 

Tlie hospital Is not a monument to any 
completed effort, hut Is the continued ex- 
pression of human need, demanding always 
both sympathy and sustenance. Funds are 
perpetually required for improvements, con- 
veniences and comforts for the mitlcnts, 
anil for the nurses who so faithfully and 
lovingly fulfil their duties. And what is 
just as necessary as ure funds to its per- 
manent life Is the real nnd lively affection 
and Interest of the public whom it serves. 
These are Its priceless endowment, and 
without them such an Institution must be- 
come a machine without a heart! 

To promote both funds and Interest, there- 
fore, a working committee has been nom- 
inated as follows: Mrs. Crofl, Mrs. V. B. 
Pemherton, Mrs. Shorts, Mrs. Tllton, Mrs. 
H. Barnard, Mrs. Burton, Mrs. 13. S. Knsell, 
Miss Pemberton, Miss Langley, Miss Emma 
Loewen and Miss Miioiinughton Jones. 

This committee will commence what It 
it hoped will be a plan of systematic work 
for the hospital by holding a chlldren'H car- 
nival about the middle of December, and 
us near Chrlstnmstldu as possible. 

The various circles of the Kings' Daugh- 
ters have volunteered their services, nnd 
It will he chiefly under their auspices that 
the work will proceed. Each district will be 
canvassed, and that of Saaulch, under the 
care of Airs. Do Poor Trench, lins come most 
warmly to the front, expressing grout in- 
terest and nblllty to assist. In connection 
with the carnival there will ho a large 
sale of dollH. All are Invited to dress and 
contribute these, and prizes will he given 
for them ost beautiful and effective among 



them. There will also be tables for bon- 
bons (Mrs. O. M. Jones), flowers, and a 
Japanese tea has also been undertaken 
under the direction of Miss Harvey (Stony- 
hurst). 

The hospital has still many urgent needs, 
two of the principal being a children's 
ward, and n maternity building. It has 
been decided to promote the former aB a 
fust effort, partly becnuse ut the Christ- 
mas season our hearts naturally turn to- 
wards childhood, both la Its Joys and suffer- 
ings, and also because It is confidently 
hoped that the one will be but a strpptng- 
slone to the other and even greater though 
more costly need: a need which, fulfilled, 
would Indeed be a fitting memorial of the 
second jubilee. 

The Royal Jubilee hospital belongs to all, 
and there Is no discharge In the fight 
against pain and death which Is there be- 
ing perpetually carried on. This being so, 
let us remember that the Interest taken In 
It must be above all things permanent and 
Impersonal. 

There are none so bigoted and none so 
unhappy us to be outside the pale of such 
work, for 110 creed and no prejudice can 
come between us, and that "pity 
and creed, which makes the whole 
world kin," or that Immortal love "by 
which alone we escape death."

A SAND STORM ON THE NILE. 

Our camp consists of nine tents, scattered! 
among dry and stunted acacias, on which 
the camels feed with evident relish, writes* 
a war corespondent of the London Stand- 
ard from tlie scene of the British opera- 
tions on the Nile. Boating down upon this; 
arid plain Is the fierce sun, which gives at 
temperature of 120 degrees la the shade. 
The heat and glare are Intolerable. At 
midday one lies sweltering and gasping un- 
der u coating of sweat and sand; eyes, ears' 
ond nose are choked with dust, while llles, 
gnats and ants seek out the tenderest parts. 
There is no esape from those conditions. 
At first one sighs for a breath of wind to 
cool the burning air, when It comes it is 
disastrous. A blinding, suffooatlag cloud of 
dust spring from the earth, sweeps over the 
camp, and searches out every nook and 
crony In but and tent. It penetrates the 
most secret recesses of truuks and boxcB, 
mingles with food nnd drink, and makes 
a sticky compound of sweat and mud un- 
der which the skin smarts and stings. Even- 
ing and morning are numbered among the- 
delights of the desert under normal condi- 
tions they are pleasant enough, but unhap- 
pily they are too often attended In these- 
parts with violent storms of wind and san'dl 
devils. Those "devils" are whirlwinds of 
dust that gather volume and force as thny 
sweep along, cutting fresh particles from 
tlie matrix of sandstone rock, and driving 
their myriads of atoms to swell the dust of 
the desert. 

During the last few days we have had 1 
several opportunities of observing this pro- 
cess of nature. Last night my blankets' 
were spread under tlie veranda of tlie tent. 
It was a beautiful night. The air was calm, 
the sky was clear, and the moon cast dark 
shadows of palm and mimosa 011 the white 
plain. Under these softening influences of 
light and sounds Hie desert lost Its terrors, 
and one lottkod dreamily on the picture 
until n solemn silence fell upon the camp 
and sleep sealed the eyelids. A moment 
later and the scene was changed. A breath 
of hut wind, as from 11 furnace, brought 
every tented sleeper to his feet with a 
gasp. Instantly the camp was alive with 
sound and motion. The rush of the storm 
mingled with the neighing of horses, the> 
groaning of camels, the bleating of goats, 
and the flopping of canvas, Tlie moon was 
hidden behind cloud of sand. Sand filled' 
the air— a whirling, rushing hall of atoms. 
As it swirled around and above tlie tents, 
straining ropes, dashing against canvas, 
tearing tent pegs out of the ground, one 
began to realize how fragile was the reef" 
overhead, and to be oven thankful that It 
was not more substantial. 

The sand devil raged for half nn hour- 
wit limit damage, save to tent pegs, which 
flew about rather dangerously. Every mo- 
ment I ex) ted the tent to collapse and go- 

scudding before the storm. Hut It hold 
fast, and covering my head with a blanket 
I lay down, smothered In dust, while the 
struggle between canvas and sand wont 011 
with growing fierceness. The servants, who • 
lay on the sand, slept undisturbed until 
aroused by their masters. 

Then active operations began, and the 
sharp click of mullets falling 011 tent nogs 
was heard through the storm, The tenf 
next to mine was the first tot go. It fell, 
or rather glided to the ground, anil pres- 
ently there emerged from the wreckage - 
three figures. Finding the position unten- 
ahle, I made a virtue of neessltv and struck 
my tent before further damage could he ■ 
done. Having made fast the canvas over ■ 
my baggage and furniture, I drew my bed ' 
Into the open and, wrapping myself In n- 
Blanket, lay sweltering and choking until 
the storm abated. At dawn we were able- 
to remove the traces of till" experience. 
J ho tents were noon pitched, furniture, 
clolhes and boxes were dug out of the sand 
nnd presently Abdul. Hqswh, MnhonifHl and 
the other sevants wore,' "mnkliR kitchen" 
nnd lighting fires under 'cover of some dead

All the de- 
pressing effects which are so prominently 
connected willi the over-crowded and des- 
perately competitive conditions of life in 
the elder count ties are unknown. To the 
colonial, there is always a chance— and that 
may he a golden oue~thttt the country in 
which lie lots cast his lot will one .lay, 
perhaps, lie peopled with thousands, and 
Unit what now are obscure outlying re- 
gions will some day be connected by rail- 
way systems ami have townships formed 
■within them. However, to the average un- 
trnvollod man, sitting perhaps at home in 
comfort either retired from business on a 
comfortable Income or still trying to attain 
that end, iittle is Known with any geo- 
graphical exactitude of such portions of our 
great empire as British Columbia. Even 
the better Informed seem to have an idea 



was still practically made dependent upon 
the completion of the Canadian Pacific 
Itallway, as the colonists could not see, 
and probably very rightly, that any special 
advantage would' accrue by confederation 
unless they were connected by railway with 
tlie Atlantic seaboard. 

In 1874 what is known as the Pacific 
Railway bill was Introduced, providing for 
the construction of a railway from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, in several sections. 
The government, after a period of dismal 
failure, was obliged to hum! over the com- 
pletion of the road to a syndicate, under- 
taking to give It tlv<> millions sterling In 
cash and live million acres of land, guaran- 
tee its bonds to the extent of :l per cent, 
for n number of years, and allow all ma- 
terial necessary for the construe! Ion of 
tlie line to be Imported free of duty, and 
to turn over to it such portions of the line 
as were already constructed and In opera- 
tion. The total value of such sect Ions was 
already some three millions sterling, and 
the grand total value of the "aid," or sub- 
sidy, amounted to about three millions 
sterling. 

The syndicate had agreed to build tlie 
road from the Atlantic to (lie Pacific sea- 
board by May 1, 1801. It was, however, In 
18S3 that the final Settlement act was pass- 
ed by the province of British Columbia, 
ami by this act a subsidy of about £150,000 
was pledged by the Dominion government 
for the construction of what Is known as 
(be "Island ItttllWfty," and other purposes. 
The syndicate which took over the railway 
from the government, actually completed 
the work within live years, so that a regu- 
lar train service from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, a distance of about 3,000 miles, was 
Inaugurated in 1.SS7, ami bus been In regu- 
lar operation up to tbo present lime. It 
may thus be said that the real develop- 
ment of British Columbia has only taken 
place dining the past 12 years— that Is, 
since tlie completion of lids railway. The 
terminal of the Canadian Pacific Hallway 
on this Coast, for instance, known as Van- 
couver, owes its entire existence to the 
railway company, being now a flourishing 
and go-ahead city with a population of 
some 20.DDO Inhabitants.

For vein min- 
ing railways are essential, and, indeed; 
many other factors are necessary for suc- 
cess, especially where the ores have to be 
smelted, when there should be an economi- 
cal supply of fuel such as coal and coke, 
fortunately, British Columbia Is also pro 
vlded In tills respect, large deposits of suit 
able coal having been discovered in the 
Kootenny country— that is, tlie southern 
part of the province. The ever energetic 
Canadian Pacific Hallway Is now putting 
a branch through this district which b 
known as (bo Crow's Nest Pass. Tlie gov- 
ernment, also, have passed bills for rail- 
ways to be put hi In other parts of the 
province, especially through what Is known 
as the "Boundary District," which practi- 
cally extends through from the southern 
most part of the province from east to 
west between Pentlcton and Rosslnnd. In 
this country there are large quantities of 
copper ores which will require very cheap 
i facilities for their economic working. Thus 
' railways and smelters will undoubtedly 
shortly he provided, and It cannot be long 
before a very thriving Industry of mining 
and smelting will be carried on through- 
out the district. 
I A country which Is dependent upon agii- 
1 cultural resources nlone Is always sure to 
make slow progress. It Is the discovery 
of gold and other valuable metals which 
causes railways lo be built. Once the 
railway is constructed the agricultural in- 
dustry" follows in those districts where 
there Is any opening, us the mining lniliis- 
I try creates a demand for food-stuffs, ami It 
Hot frequently happens that a mining dls- 
'trict finally becomes of even greater Im- 
portance from agriculture. Thus, al the 
present time, we see that the State of 
California. In which gold was discovered 
and attracted attention to tlie Western 
States of the Union, Is now the most pro- 
ductive agricultural state. History Is al- 
ways repeating Itself, and there cannot lie 
the' least doubt now that British Columbia 
has proved that It contains great mineral 
wealth, especially that of gold. It will not 
be long before Its prosperity will lie simi- 
lar to that which has taken place In the 
Western States of the neighboring repub- 

To (lie capitalist and investor. British 
Columbia presents one distinct advantage, 
viz.. It Is under the British Hag, and conse- 
quently every nssurnncc Is given that laws 
will be properly administered nnd every 
protection given to life and property. It 
Is also a great advantage to the country 
that It has practically been, brought with- 
.In easy touch of the great commercial cen- 
tres of the world, since almost any portion 
of It. except those outside railroad com- 
munication, can be renched within a fort- 
night after leaving London, the greatest 
possible comfort being afforded moreover 
both by boat and rail to the traveller. 

Nearly all the districts, even some of the 
most remote, such as Cariboo, are directly 
connected by the telegraph, so that It Is 
possible In quite distant regions to cable 
direct to London and get a reply in a few 
hours' time. 

The Canadian government Is one of the 
most advanced in what It lias accomplished 
In circulating Information relative to the 
country. In British Columbia tlie provin- 
cial government produces each year an ex- 
i client report in connection with the min- 
ing industry which Is simply overflowing 
witli statistical Information of n most val- 
uable character. These annual reports are 
aiso profusely Illustrated, and, In fact, bear 
throughout evidence of great intelligence 
In compilation. The Board of Trade also 
produces an annual report which Is full 
of statistics referring not only to mining 
hut to other great Industries of Ihe coun- 
try, guch as that known ns lumbering and 
(be salmon fishery. The lumbering busi- 
ness is a very important one. Sonic of 
(lie finest conifers in the world are found 
growing in the greatest luxuriance ail along 
(he Coast regions of tlie province, the 
famous Douglas pine being proiinbly the 
most valuable of the species. A large 
quantity of this timber is exported to other 
parts of tlie world less favorably provided 
—doubtless some of It has been taken into 
tlie mining districts of tlie Transvaal, a 
distance of many thousands of miles from 
tin' spot on which it grew. 

Tlie salmon canning business has In- 
creased by leaps and bounds of late years, 
line of tin. owners laughingly remarked to 
me that ids cannery had got tlie "record" 
catch, which, ho said, few In England 
would be inclined lo believe, as it amount- 
ed to no less than 00,000 salmon In one 
day!

Vancouver is fast becoming the largest 
business centre of British Columbia. Th" 
Canadian Pnclllc Itallway has of course 
done much to bring this about. At the 
present time there Is a noticeable differ- 
eece between the people of Vancouver nnd 
Victoria (the capital of the province!. In 
tlie hitter place, which Is (he seat of gov- 
ernment and largely residential, owing to 
a number of more or less wealthy people 
having found it a peculiarly beautiful place 
to live in, there Is not much enterprise; 
the Inhabitants are quite content, and very 
rightly so, to live at ease, having In many 
cases won their fortunes with hard work 
as miners In Cariboo, and desire to finish 
their days in comfort. Consequently they 
do not feel tempted to risk tlielr Incomes 
la new mining ventures. For this reason 
the country must look to outside sources 
for the Introduction of capital to develop 
(he various milling districts. There are 
certainly not sufficient rich people in the 
country to do It. I fool perstiated thai Van- 
couver, possibly Rcvelstoke, Winnipeg, To- 
ronto, and Montreal will be the great 
cities of Canada. Victoria I do not think 
wlll largely Increase, as It Is unfavorably 
situated us n distributing point. I am 
rather inclined to think also that In time 
of war wilh nny big nation which could 
operate on the Pacific Const.

In 
all these conditions It. Is not difficult to 
foretell with practical certitude that, as 
liiilish Columbia devclopes Vancouver wll! 
become a very large nnd important town.

According to Henderson's British Co- 
lumbia Directory for .isox, which hup 
just been given to the public, the indi- 
viduals counted in Victoria for directory 
purposes number 7,498— or 1.077 more 
than in 1807; and basing their estimate 
upon a standard of 3% individuals to 
each counted name, the directory pub- 
lishers approximate the present popula- 
tion of British Columbia's capital nt 
about 20.243. 

Three and a half to each breadwinner 
in the city means a very low basis of 
calculation, and for the purpose of veri- 
fying its fairness or otherwise to the 
city, one of the Colonist staff was detail- 
ed on Friday to play census enumerator 
for a day and take a representative 
street from end to end in order that it 
might, be noted how closely actual facts 
contrasted with the assumption of three 
and a half adopted by tin' directory men 
as the basis of their calculations.' 

Quadra street was hit upon for the 
test and it was found that with its exr 
tension, Fourth street, it contains at 
present but 71 residents— three having 
moved to sunn.' other location since the 
directory canvassers made their rounds. 
The following table shows exactly the 
population on this one representative 
street, the street unmoors being given 
with the number of persons resident at

Totalling these it will be found that 
Quadra street has an actual population 
of 208, whereas by the directory basis 



of approximation of three and a ball' 
persons to the recorded name, 24!) would 
lie the result. Or taking the 74 Quadra 
street names in the directory, a popula- 
tion of 25!) only would be had, while 
with three families deducted since the 
directory compilation was made, it is 
the actual fact that the street population 
is '89 more than this. 

To sum up the situation. Quadra street 
proves one case where three and a ball' 
persons to the representative name is 
not. a high enough average to be the 
base of a fair calculation of general re- 
sults. 

Another section of street away over in 
James Bay, tried nt random, showed :!.'{ 
persons for eight names in the directory; 
while a haphazard census of employees 
in the Colonist building showed that 4.17 
represcntatcd the actual average of per- 
sons for every directory counted name. 

Taking these three starting points of 
calculation and il: will be found that' 
they fairly establish the truth that three 
and a half is too low an average to cal- 
culate upon— four and a fraction would 
be justified by intelligent test, and upon 
the lowest fair estimate the population 
of Victoria at the present time would be 
7.-10!) multiplied by four, or 29,992. 
The probability is that it runs in fact 
well over the .'{0,000 mark. 

Many interesting nnd amusing ex- 
periences fell to the lot of the reporter- 
enumerator who had the task of count- 
ing noses on Quadra street. Some of 
the residents required little explanation 
of what was sought— others wanted de- 
tails and particulars enough to fill n 
hole, and when every point had been 
told to the minutest degree, wanted it 
all over again. 

By the time bis pilgrimage had reached 
into a block or two of house to house 
visitation, the novice onoumorator bad 
bis. primary question and explanation 
pretty well stereotyped. There wis 
nothing lixed or definite about the re- 
plies, however— and no limit to their 
absurdities in some instances. 

Some of the good housewives would 
take il that only their husbands nnd 
themselves deserved to be counted ns 
population. Others would omit to men- 
tion boarders or lodgers or house ser- 
vants, until specially questioned in this 
regard. Still others would exclude some 
member of (be family, because, forsooth, 
be or she was "not in just, now, as they 
had In run down town on an errand." 

There were others, too, who eyed the 
interrogator with thinly veiled suspicion 
through door openings permitting no in- 
gress were the visitor disposed to enter 
the mansion. These were the ones who 
demanded fullest, explanations of tlio 
origin, scope nnd powers of the self- 
constituted commission, and still felt 
that they had a grievance if it could 
only bo located, when all possible infor- 
mation was conveyed. 

Ther was one good lady who declared 
with a suspicion of coming tears that 
she "didn't sec why she should give any 
information," when "TIeaven knows the 
taxes ure high enough already." 

And there was nnotber who closed the 
door ceremoniously nnd positively be- 
hind her ere she told the questioning one 
thai "divil n bit. of information" would 
he get from her. Then the sotf-declared 
sphinx proceeded to give a detailed ne- 
eoiinl of why she would say nothing— sup- 
posedly hnsetl on the general dilatoririess 
of (he city fathers and the unchristian 
custom of the rich to "crush the poor 
sowls. heaven help them, into the very 
ground." 

Of course this good woman gave the 



desired information, after she bad had 
her say in her own chosen nuuuier: and 
there were many others quick to grasp 
what was required, and ready and will- 
ing to assist by every means at their 
command. 

The census reporter will not sow, for- 
get one bright young lady who— asked as 
to the number resident in the house, re- 
plied : 

"There is just papa and me— I ODD 
papa's daughter." 

Nor will be forget, a certain obliging 
Chinaman, who with shut eyes would 
gladly endorse any proposition. 

"Me no snbee," he said, "him— with a 
broad wave of the hand— him go way."

He has done something even 
more unseemly than taking part in a po- 
litical controversy. He has undertaken 
to express opinions as to the merits of 
cases which were likely to come before 
him in his judicial capacity. He under- 
took to denounce the editor of the Klon- 
dike Nugget ns a libeller when, as his 
letter showed, that was a point which he 
perhaps might in a few days have to ju- 
dicially determine. He undertook to 
proclaim as innocent ofiieials who, he 
admitted, might shortly be brought be- 
fore him on a criminal charge. It la 
scandalous that a judge should thus 
prejudge cases he might have to try; and 
still more scandalous that he should pub- 
licly and in strong language proclaim his 
opinions, formed on mere rumor and 
without the least investigation. * * * 
It is evident that Judge McQuire's con- 
duct requires investigation as well as 
that of the other officials. The scandal 
of a judge acting as the journalistic 
advocate for an omciiil ring whose ac- 
tions are so universally condemned by 
those having cognizance of them that 
a judicial investigation into them is im- 
peratively demanded by the better class 
of journals and public men on both sides 
of politics is so serious that it will not 
be allowed to pass unprobed.— Halifax 
Telegram. 

POLITICS IN THE MILITIA. 
Any attempt on the part of Col. Hutton 
to reorganize the militia, with a view to 
eliminating political influence in its 
workings, should receive the hearty en- 
dorsatlon of all who are not directly 
benefited by the aforesaid influence. 
There is a disposition during a pro- 
longed peace to make light of the citizen 
soldiery — to look on it as a sort of friend- 
ly society, banded together for mutual 
cnjoyincut, something so fur apart from 
a country's necessities that its organiza- 
tion and equipment are of little moment. 
This foolishness has been exposed by 
the United States' experience in the 
Cuban war. The inefficiency of those 
in charge of what tin; people were fond 
of calling the " tin soldiers " proved far 
more deadly than the Spanish bullets. 
The commissariat department in charge 
of officers with a political pull killed far 
more young Americans than either 
Blanco's soldiers or the fever-tainted 
climate of Cuba. Any kind of officers 
will do in time of peace, but they must 
also act " when the guns begin to shoot." 
For killing off an army, Maxim guns are 
not. in the same class with the " political 
pull."— Toronto Telegram. 

" A FULL VOTE." 
"Our anxiety is for a full vote," says 
Mr. F. S. Spence, the secretary of the 
Dominion .Alliance, in an interview on 
the plebiscite. How positively shock- 
ing ! Mr. Spence should be read out of 
the prohibition ranks.— Winnipeg Tele- 
gram.

A GOVERNOR CALLED DOWN. 

Sir Herbert Murray, Governor of New- 
foundland, has been for some time at 
loggerlmds with his constitutional ad- 
visers over his refusal to sign tue_ eoiv- 
tflte.t between railway magnate Reid oC 
Moiurci! and his government, although 
it was approve;} 0t by two-thinls of tho 
asscmblv. By sucn conduct anil still 
further urging on the Rt, ; Iou ' ft??^?** 
Chamberlain to disallow the bill, sd" 
Herbert placed himself in a very perilous 
condition. Had he been sustained by 
the Colonial Secretary, and had the con- 
tract been disallowed, of course 
he would have gained a victory; but Mr. 
Chamberlain did not sustain him. Ho 
directed him to sign the contract be- 
cause. In passing it, the legislature wero 
within their constitutional rights, and 
it could not be made tlio subject of an 
Imperial veto. This occurred in April 
last; and the Governor very wisely and 
constitutionally at once sent in his r(S- 
signation. He had, by an orror of judg- 
ment, though acting honestly and coflj- 
scientiously, placed himself in a false 
position, from which there was no re- 
treat except by resignation. To veto d 
measure sustained by such an over- 
whelming majority would have been to 
contravene the first principles of respons- 
ible government. Mr. Chamberlain has 
now intimated to His Excellency that 
a successor had been appointed some 
time ago. This was elicited by a petition 
sent to the Colonial Secretary to request 
Sir Herbert to withdraw bis resigna- 
tion and to continue as Governor, butj 
Mr. Chamberlain was far-seeing enough 
to realize that the retention of the pres- 
ent governor, under existing cireuin- 
stan, was impossible and would lead to 
most unpleasant complications. He. 
therefore, refused to sanction the prayer 
of the petition as when a governor has 
placed himself deliberately in direct an- 
tagonism to bis ministers, nnd openly 
denounced the most important measure 
of their policy as injurious to the col- 
ony, nnd refused to sanction it, it is very 
improbable that he would act in har- 
mony with them nnd carry on the gov- 
ernment of the colony. It would have) 
been a fatal mistake to reject tlio mea- 
sure on the ipse dixit, of a single person. 
He might havjB dismissed his ministers) 
if he could not act in harmony with 
them nnd appeal to the country, but as n. 
general election had taken place the year 
before there was little reason for think- 
ing that the mind of the constituencies 
had changed in the interval. To be 
forced to resign is certainly humiliating 
to u representative of the Grown, butt 
his case is another illustration of the 
principle that a governor in n colony, 
possessing responsible government, 
leigns, but does not rule, nnd that min- 
isters who command a majority in tho 
house must bo at liberty to frame sacli 
measures as they consider best, and for 
which they nro responsible to the peo- 
ple.— Vancouver World.

THE MAIN FACTS. 

Sir: .Much lias been said concerning the 
measure of prohibition in the State of 
Maine; yet the most that has been said 
by the friends of the law there Is, as stated 
by ex-Govornor Burlelgn: "To-day one cau 
walk the streets of any Maine city or vil- 
lage without seeing a single shop window 
filled with Intoxicants to Invite our young 
men to ruin. The truffle that once flaunt- 
ed Itself In the public gaze has been 
driven into dark corners. Popular seut- 
Uleilt and constitutional law are alike ar- 
rayed against it. It Is carried on In 
Stealth, in fear and in secret behind bar- 
red doors, and with every device that In- 
genuity can invent to avoid the vigilance 
of the officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of the law." The New York World, 
wilting iu opposition to such a law for 
New York, says: "There was a time with- 
in the knowledge of the present, genera- 
tion when in tile Pine State, as elsewhere, 
a man could obtain a glass of liquor at 
leisure. Now how changed 1 Nowhere 
within the borders ot that easternmost 
commonwealth is a drop of ardent spirits 
nr malt liquor to be had; not even iu the 
hidden recesses of hotel bars, or the mys- 
terious bottled precincts of the drug store 
mil aught unlawful be found to gratify 
the thirst of man. 

"This Is a contradiction of things the 
enemies of the Haines law point to as 
Impending over New York. Lot those en- 
croachments upon our personal liberty pro- 
cced and It will be but a little while ere 
liquor Is completely shut off in New York 
as It Is in .Maine to-day. There was a 
time when that rocky State saw liquor 
as free as It has all along been with us. 
Little by little the prohibitionists en grated 
their laws upon the statute books, until 
wdiat Is tlie result? That not a glass of 
liquor can lie had anywhere within tint 
borders of Maine. . . This absolute tri- 
umph of prohibition Is what the opponents 
of the Raines law discern iu tlie future 
as menacing New York."

again laid up !i: the savings banks aft i.ho 
people of Ohio; or peru?P" » better way 
to put It— wore the amounts deposited in 
the savings banks of Ohio divided equally 
among its people, each person would re- 
ceive $9.42, while every Inlinbltnnt of Maine 
would carry away ?sn.7~. There are 2!1 
Slates more populous than Maine, but only 
seven exceed her In the aggregate of sav- 
ings bank deposits, and as savings hanks 
deposit are the barometer as to the condi- 
tion of the worklngmnn, we should con- 
shier well the above llgures and vote ac- 
cordingly. Temperance people In their 
grasp for prohibition may exaggerate the 
work accomplished In Maine, but the 
statements by the World in opposition to 
n prohibitory law will be good enough to 
vote on.
